SITUATION. 


On Commencement Bay, at the head waters of 
Puget Sound, the great inland sea, over one hun- 
dred miles long, and varying in width from three to 
twelve miles, open to the commerce of the world the 
entire year.

This city is the western terminus of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad.

MANUFACTURING, 


We have here three of the largest saw mille in 
the world. A $2,000,000 smelter for reducing 
and refining the ores received from the mines 
tributary to Tacoma is being built. Flour millte 
turnitare factories, sash and door establishments, 


foundries, machine shops, woodenware works, 
bhingle mills, all employing a large n umber of men, 
are to be found here, t ogether with other industries 
too numerous to mention. 

A number of large industrial enterprises are now 
erecting their worke here, which the present Sum. 
mer will employ over 2,000 men, thus adding near- 
ly 10,000 to our present population. 


SHIPPING. 


The shipping facilities of Tacoma are unsur- 
passed. The depth of water is sufficient to float the 
largest vessels in the world. The only port on 
Paget, Sound from which cargoes of wheat are 
‘hipped. The Sound is free of obstructions and 
vessels can sail right up to the wharf here, thus sav 
lug about $4,000 in lighterage and pilotags charges, 
aS against the Columbia River route to Portland, 
Dregon. Six hundred thousand tons of coal, worth, 
Including freigit charges, pearly $5,000,000, shipped 
from here the past year.

COMMERCE,

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GEN. BOULANGER WOUNDED 


‘FIERCE DUEL BETWEEN HIM 
AND M. FLOQUET. 
VIN THE THIRD ENCOUNTER THE GENER- 


OUS WOUND IN THE NECK. 

Paris, July 18.—Gen. Boulanger and 
Prime Minister Floquet fought a duel with 
swords this norning on Count Dillon’s estate at 
Neuilly-sur-Seine, near Paris, and both com- 
batants were wounded, M. Floquet escaping 
with some slight scratches, while Gen. Bou- 
langer recejved wounds in the leg, arm, and 
neck, that in the neck being reported by his 
physician as serious and generally believed to 
be of a decidedly dangerous eharacter. 

With their seconds the gentlemen met at the 
place which had been agreed upon shortly after 
midnight, and hostilities were at once com- 
menced. 


Both antagonists ‘were eager, and furious 
lunging was:the order from the beginning of the 
firstencounter. At its close neither was found 
to be wounded, and after a brief rest fighting 
Was resumed. Inthe second encounter neither 
antagonist displayed a disposition to use caution 
to any great degree, and Gen. Boulanger’s attack 
was particularly flerce and pertinacious. Each 
man touched his antagonist in this encounter, 
Gen. Boulanger slightly wounding M. Floquet 
in the right hand and recoived himself a wound 
in the leg. At sight of the blood on M. Floquet’s 
hand the seconds interferred, suggested that 
honor had been satisfied, and recommened a 
cessation of hostilities. The proposition was 


hotly rejected by both men, and after a second 
rest, during whieh M. Floquet’s wounded but 
not disabled sword hand was bound, the third 
encounter was begun. 

In tajs Gen. Boulanger tried hard to kill M. Fio- 

uet, flinging himselfupon him again and again. 

e made alunge at M. Floquet’s left breast, but 
only slightly touched the mark. Gen. Boulanger 
then received a wound in the throat, which put 
an end to the encounter. The wound was @ se- 
vere one, but on account of hemorrhage the 
doctors were unable at onee to decide whether 
it was Jikely to prove serious. M. Fioquet re- 
ceived scratches on his hand, chest, and foot. 

The seconds have maije a formal)report, in 
which they state that ven. Boulavger received 
a serious wound in the neck. 
© M. Floquet’s colleagues iu the Ministry were 
waiting at his house for news of the duel, and 
were overjoyed to see the Prime Minister returm 
safe. He was given an ovation. 

A small crowd of Gen. Boulanger’s. followers 
was in front of his house when he reached home. 

At 6 o’oleck this evening there was a marked 
improvement. in Gen. Boulanger’s condition. 
The doctors, however, still declined to make 
progposis. 

Several journals assert that M. Floquet’s 
sword penetrated Gen. Boulanger’s neck six 
centimeters, at a point between the jugular vein 
and the carotid artery. 

Dr. Monod, who is attending Gen. Boulanger, 
issued a bulletin during the afternoen regarding 
his cendition. It says there is adeep wound in 
the right side of the General’s neck, and that it 
causes marked difficulty in his respiration. At 
present the doetor is unable to give an opinion 
as to what turn the case may take. 

Mme. Floquet knew nothing of the duel until 
it was over. When informed that M. Floquet 
had fought with Gen. Boulanger she said: 
“* This 18 the first time my husband has deceived 
me. But I forgive him.” 

The Republican journals, in commenting on 
the discussion in the Chamber of Deputies last 
night between M. Floquet and Gen. Boulanger, 


plebiscite campaign, and a struggle betweenithe 
republic and a dictatorship has begun. Uni- 
versal suffrage, they say, will do justice to 
Cesarism. 

The Lanterne gives notice that it definitely 
severs all conneetion with Boulangism. 

The Conservative organs commend Gen. 
Boulanger’s attitude and ascribe to him tho 
honors of yesterday’s seene in the Chamber. 

’ Partly owing to the dueland partly because 
it is the eve of a fate the streets at midnight are 
crowded, especially in front of the Cocarde 
offices. _ The i i of the quarrel betweer Gen. 
Boulanger and M. Floquet are excitedly dis- 
cussed, and shouts for and ‘against the General 
fill the air. 

M. Maquet, in the absence of Gen. Boulanger, 
‘presided at a banquet on the Avenue Aumesnil 
this evening. He announced that the General’s 
condition was as favorable as possible. 

Fhe Soir says that the condition of the Gen- 
eral is serious, thata high fever succeeded ex- 
treme prostration, and that his respiration is 
rapid and sometimes very difficult. The doctors 
are unable to form a definite opinion as to the 
General’s prospects of recovery. No bulletin 
has been issued since the one issued by Dr. 
Monod this afternoon. 

Gen. Boulanger has issued a circular to the 
electors in the Department of Ardeche in which 
hesays: “I have carried out the mandate of 
half a million electors, and demanded a re- 
vision of the Constitution and a dissolu- 
tion of the Chambers. The Chambers re 
plied by a vote of censure. I ask you to assert 
en the 22d inst. the claims of the peeple against 
the resistance of the Chambers. I shall try to 
visit the department and shall ask you to vote 
tor me at that date. Vote for the party, but for 
independence at home and abroad.” 

There 1s no doubt that Gen. Boulanger’s con- 
dition is serious, M. Floquet’s sword penetrated 
toadepth of two inches between the jugular 
vein and the carotid artery, severing the 
phrenic nerve and impairing the play of the 
lungs, perhaps irrecoverably. Antiseptic treat- 
ment has been resurted to. The General slept 
during the afternoon under the influence of 
morphine. Prostration was aucceeded by fever- 
ishnoss, and at times the wounded man gasped 
for breath. 

M. Rochefort, on hearing the reault of the 
duel, exclaimed: * How wonderful! The young- 
est Generalin the army lets himself be pinked 
by a varrister nearly 60 years old!” 

La Lanterne, hitherto a powerful supporter of 
Gen. Boulanger, refuses to follow longer “a 
man who bas ceased to be a republican and who 
has shown ambition to be a dictator.” 

La France also publishes an article toreshad- 
owing a change of front. 

Gen. Boulanger was cheered by the people on 
emerging from the Presse office at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning, and responded te their plaudits 
by raising his hat. He drove-to Neuilly ina 
brougham, and arrived first at the place of 
meeting. He paced a walk with his seconds 
while awaiting the coming of M. Floquet, whe 
arrived at 10:10 o’clock. While the seconds 
were exploring the garden, searching for a con- 
venient spot for the duel, M, Floquet, without 
betraying any emotion, walked to and fro con- 
versing with friends. 

At the same time Gen. Boulanger, with an ob- 
trusive affectation of indifference, kept twirling 
his walking stick about and consulting his 
watch as though impatient to begin fighting. 
There was a large erowd outside the grounds, 
including M. Grognon, one of the heads 
ef the Police Office, and M. Filoguet’s 
secretary. At 10:20 o’clock M. _ Lais- 
sant, who directed the duel, brought 
together the points of the swords and delivered 
the word of command. Gen. Boulanger i1mme- 
diately made a vigorous lunge at M. Floquet, 
wounding him slightly on the left thigh. The 
combatants were immediately separated, when 
it was found that Boulanger’s right-hand fore- 
finger was scratched. 

In the second round Boulanger advanced 
with extreme violence to the attack. Floquet 
stood on the defensive, and wounded the n- 
eral full in the chest with the sword point and 
with athrust in the n The wounds bled 
profusely. ulanger offered to fight on, but 


seconds supporting him, he looked faint. His 
shirt front was covered with blood. Floquet 
was scarcely wounded at all. Boulanger’s 
sword did not penetrate below the skin. 

Many anxious friends greeted Floquet at the 
Home Office after his return. Mme. Carnot, all 
the members of the ew ge M. Ferry and his 
wife,and the Prefect of the Poliee congratu- 
lated M. Floquet, and before noon nearly all 
the Republican members of the Chamber left 
their cards at the office of the Ministry of the 
Interior. _ . 

Dr. Laffe believes that matters will pro- 
gress favorably and that Gen. Boulanger will 
be cured in a fortnight. He says, however, that 
there is danger of a complication, and that 
phlebitis of the neck is possible, which would 
endanger the wounded man’s life. The doctors 
consider it a miracle that Boulanger escaped a 
directly mortal wound. The General is suffer- 


ing much pain. 
mine aris cerrespondent of the Times- says 
t is the common; belief that Boulanger and his 


followers, owing to the daily decline of their 
prestige, dream of civil war and that they in- 
tended to make an effort to realize theircriminal 
hones by provoking streot demonstrations for 
and against him. It was thonght Boulanger’s 
plans would be furthered by riots and disturb- 
ances whieh might produce centempt for the 
existing régime.

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UNHAPPY NATALIE. 
DEPRIVED OF HER SON AND ORDERED 
OUT OF GERMANY. 

WIESBADEN, July 18.—An officer, attend- 
ed by 20 pelicemen, entered Queen Natalie’s 
villa at10 o’clock this morning and shortly 
afterward reappeared with young Prince 
Alexander, the Servian Crown Prince, 
and a lady of honor of the Queen’s 
suite. The two were bundled into 
a closed carriage and driven to the railway sta- 
tion, where the Prince was handed over to M. 
Protics, Chief of the Servian Police, who placed 
him in atrain. Ina few minutes M. Protics and 


his charge were on their way to Belgrade. The 
journey will be made without a break. A crowd 
cheered the Prinee when he was brought out of 
the house. 

When the Queen received notice from the 
police that she must part with her son she tele- 
graphed to King Milan imploring him to allow 
the bey to remain with her another month. 
The King, however, was incensed at the abrupt 
manuer with which the Queen had re- 
fused his coneiliatory porn tor media- 
tion, and telegraph back to the 
Crown Prince’s tutor that the boy must not 
remuin with. the Queen a day longer. The 
Queen. had planned to fly with the boy, and 
with this intention had ordered a special train. 
She failed to state her deatination, and the 
authorities refused to give her the train. 

When the police entered the house they found 
the Prince sobbing in the Queen’s arms, The 
officer in command stated his mission to Her 
Majesty, who said, “I refuse to part with 
my child.” The officer replied, “If you 
refuse to surrender him my instructions are to 
take him by force. Princess Mourouz, the Queen’s 
sister, and Madame Ghika, who were with the 
Queen, knelt before her and besought her to 
spare the Prince the pain and horror of a strug- 
gid. The Queen then reluctantly submitted to 
the removal of the boy, who went away sob- 
bing. When he had gene her Majesty gave way 
to uncontrollable grief. 


BERLIN, July 13.—The German police 
have ordered Queen Natalie of Servia to leave 
Germany within 24 hours. The police will 
escort the Queen to the railway station at 
Wiesbaden and place her on a train bound for 
Vienna. If the Queen attempts to resist these 
orders force will be used in carrying them out. 
Her ajesty is prostrate. Her villa is sur- 
rounded by police.

THE NOTICE. OF MOTION MADE FOR

LONDON, July 13.—Notice of the motion 
to be submitted by Mr. W. H. Smith for leave to 
introduce a bill providing for an investigating 
committee in the matter of the Times’s charges:

upon the paper in the House of Commons to- 
night. The text is as follows:

oath, to compel a full disclosure of all facts and 
documents, and to grant certificates protecting 
from al! further proceédings except for perjury 
witnesses who may have criminated themselves, 
the parties to be represented by counsel if they 
think fit.” 

The T7imes, referring to the Government’s pro- 
posal to create a commitiee to inquire into the

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UNVEILING THE GAMBETTA STATUE. 

Paris, July 13.—The Gambetta statue in 
the Place du Carrousel was unveiled this after- 
noon. M. Floquet, the Prime Minister, who 
fought a duel with Gen. Boulanger this morn- 


ing, delivered the oration. MM. Leroyer, de 
Freycinet, Meline, and Spuller also spoke. 

M. Floquet extolled the patriotic firmness 
which Gambetta had shown during the war 
with Germany, and the invincible energy with 
which he wap hngee foiled the reactionary coali- 
tion against the republic. He then said: * Let 
us ve all our strength and passionate 
devotion to the people Gambetta serv to the 
army he loved, and to the country he defended. 
The republic we desire to see is one which 
will pursue a reforming, civilizing, and pacific 
mission and which will be immovable in 
strength.” 

M. Leroyer praised Gambetta for having with- 
out violence or violation of law led the Repub- 
licaps to power in 1875 and 1877. 
had regarded the Senate as one of the most eolia 
bastions of the republic in withstanding unreas- 
— currents which were succeeded by brutal 
reactions.

LonpDon, July 13.—A dispatch from Cape 
Town says thatthe Debeers mine, in Kimberly, 


the scene of the fire Wednesday night, has been 
explored by a party of searchers. Twenty-four 
whites and 200 natives were found to have been

Forty-three whites and 400 natives were 
rescued from the mine. 

The cause of the terrible calamity was as 
follows: While the shifts were being changed 
the hauling wire broke, and the skip rushed 
dowrj the shaft with a frightful rapidity. The 
oil lamps were breken, and the blazing 
fluid quickly ignited the wooden casing 
of the shaft. Flames in great volumes shot 
up the shaft, completely peovonwen egress. The 
mine was soon filled with smoke and the lights 
earried by the miners.were rendered useless. 
Thepanic-stricken natives and whites, in their 
efferts to escape, became massed together 
in the galleries, and were suffocated to 
death. The rescuers who subsequently explored 
the mines were compelled to use dynamite to 
clear the passages of corpses. It is believed that 
300 lives were lost by the disaster. The damage 
to the mine is estimated at $100,000, 


HE WAS A BRAVE SOLDIER. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., July 13.—Informa- 
tion has been received here that among the per- 
sons killed in the railroad aceident on the Mid- 
land Railroad yesterday near Barboursville, in 
Virginia, was L. E. Cortes of this vity. The de- 
ceased had been an inmate of the Soldiers’ 
Home here, having been a member of the Seventh 
Louisiana Regiment, Hayes’s Brigade, stonewall 
Jackson’s corps. He participated in all the battles 
in which his command was engaged until the 
Battie of Gettysburg, in which engagement he 
i@was Wounded in the leg 80 seriously as to neces- 
sitate its amputation. After the war Cortes 
made every ettort to earn a livelihood, but 
was finally com to for ad- 
mission to the Soldiers’ Home to which 
he was fully entitled.

TIGHTENING THE COILS 


TERE BURLING TON'S FIGHT 
AGAINST OLD EMPLOYES. 
THE FIRST ROUND IN THE ROAD’S FAVOR 
—A BROTHERHOOD MAN CHANGES 

SIDES—STRIKERS DESPERATE. 

CuicaGo, July 13.—Before United States 
Commissioner Hoyne to-day the Chicago, Bur- 
ington and Quincy Railroaa Company began its 
task of proving that a dynamite conspiracy ex- 
ists among its late employes. Technically it 
was a preliminary examination of J. H. 
Bowles, John A. Bauereisen, J. Q. Wil- 
son, Thomas Broderick, Alexander Smith, 
and George Godding, whoare charged with 
transporting or conspiring to transport dyna- 
mité in passenger conveyances engaged in inter- 
State traffic. Attorneys Donahue and Darid 
appeared for the defense, while United States 
District Attorney Ewing was backed by an array 
of the railroad’s lawyers, 

It was a curious fact that Smith preferred to 
sit by the latter rather than by the lawyers 
for the defense. An effort to secure a separate 
hearing for each prisoner failed, and after a 
deal of legal sparring the hearing began, but 
one witness being allowed in the court room at 
atime. In stating his case Mr. Ewing reviewed 
the attempts to blow up the trains near 
Aurora on May 29 and June 14, and said 
he would show that Bowles a few days previ- 
ously had exhibited several cartridges to Chair- 
maa Hoge at the Grand Pacific Hotel, that 
Bowles on May 29 took Smith with him from 
Aurora, showed him how to use the dr amite, 
and placed a cartridge on the track, aad that 
Bowles went to Indiana, leaving cartridges 


for Smith at an Aurora hotel, Bauereisen told 
Smith where to find the dynamite, and on 
June 14 Smith put a cartridge on the track. In 
both cases the cartridge expleded. A few days 
later Bowles went to Indiana. Cerrespondence 
showing that he was engaged in some 
very secret business passed between him 
and Bauereisen. Early in July Bowles returned 
to Aurora and on the Sthof the month Smith, 
Broderick, Wilson, and a fourth man visited 
him at the hotel Bowles sent Smith 
to Godding’s house to get some caps 
and fuses and four cartridges. God- 
ding gave them to Smith, who took them 
to the Brotherhood Hall, Godding going 
with him. Broderick, Bowles, ‘Wilson, and 
Bauereisen then went to the hall. Broderick 
picked up the package containing the cartridges, 
and, Bauereisen !eaving them, the other three 
took the train for Chicago, and were arrested on 
the trip. Yesterday one of the cartridges was 
—— with and exploded with great 
orce. ‘ 

This in brief was the case of the State show- 
ing how the prisoners were implicated in the 
conspiracy. Samuel C. Madden, an agent of the 
Atlas Company, gave sume unimportant evi- 
dence about the nature of the dynamite car- 
tridges. Edward Foole, conductor of the train 
on which the first arrests were made, testified 
that the ears were vehicles of inter-State trans- 
portation. 

John J. Kelley, Chairman Hoge’s secretary, 
told of Bowles’s visit io Hoge and the presence 
of dynamite cartridzgesin the committeeroom. 
“Bowles spoke about going on the Fulton Branch 
of the Burlington Road,” the witness contin- 
ued, ‘‘and placing the cartridges on the rails, 
explaining to me that he held them on by sheet 
lead. Bowles had half a dozen large fulminat- 
ing caps and from four to six small ones.”” The 
witness could not remember the exact date, but 
thought it about the middle of last May. 

Kelley was put through a long and close cross- 
examination, which showed that he was a 
brotherhood man and astriker. He said that 
he had not been promised his liberty for testify- 
ing, and expected to be tried for conspiracy. He 
had not been locked up, but was guarded by a 
Deputy Marshal He was not a detective, he 
said, and after much legal squabbling he was 
allowed to step down. 

Thomas T. Lloyd of Noblesville, Ind., swore 
that he sold dynamite to Bowles, and identified 
some of the cartridges now in the hands of the 
State. Altogether Bowles bought 14 pounds of 
dynamite.. Andrew B. Barnes, Lioyd’s clerk 
sold Bowles some ef the explosive, an¢ 
corroborated his employer's testimony. Bowles 
regularly , bought caps and_ fuses with 
the dynamite. Thomas Jeater of Noblesville tes- 
tified that he had seen Bowles, whom he identi- 
fied, at a boarding house in his town, Bowles 
having been there about the first and last of 
June, for a few days each time. 

When asked where he was going Bowles re- 
plied: “I'm going out to Creston, Lowa, to raise 
a little hell.”” Kirk Howe of Westfield, Ind., had 
also sold Bowles dynamite. Twoof the ‘ Q’s” 
present engineers, W. D. Thomas and John 
Queenan, told how their engines had run over 
cartridges near Aurora and been damaged, and 
then the hearing was adjourned until to-morrow 
morning. The first day’s testimony had been 
strongly against the accused. 

The Burlingten again asked police protection 
to-day. This was the result of many rumors to 
the effect that somé extensive measures toward 
organization had been taken by the strikers to 
wreak vengeance on the present employes. The 
detail of police numbered 40 of the most active 
men of the force. They were statiened along the 
“Q” yards in squads under the orders of 
Trainmaster Pope. The presence of the police 
undoubtedly prevented a serious outbreak at 
the yards at Kinzie-street and Western-avenue, 
where a train was sent to the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul Railway. An old building for- 
merly used as a brewery had been occupied by 
a dozen men, and quite a number were concealed 
behind freight cars, and when the train ap- 
proached, ashower of heavy stones feil upon 

_the engine. Four poliee officers leaped from 
the cars and ran to the peint from which the 
missiles were thrown, but the rioters escaped. 





RESOUED FROM A WREOK. 

CHATHAM,. Mass., July 13.—Capt. Mor- 
gan, his wife, and two children were brought 
from the wrecked schooner F. HB. Odiorne at 
Monomoy this afternoon, the sea having gone 
down. He reporis the vessel lying badly. The 
currents have cut the sand out from under 
amidships, so she rests on fore and aft, and the 
seams are opening so that the sand washes in 
between decks. He has small hopes of saving 
the vessel, and wonders she held as well as she 
did, after pounding tremendously the whole 
length of Handkerchief Shoal. The Captain, his 
wife, and children were obliged to take to ‘the 
rigging, fearing the other spars would go and 
the vessel go to pieces on the shoals.

IRON WORKERS’ LOCK-OUT. 


MORE FIRMS SIGN THE AMALGAMATED 
SCALK OF WAGES, 
PITTSBURG, Pern., July 13.—Brown & 
Co., owners of the Wayne Iron Works, on Tenth- 
street, signed the iron workers’ scale this morn- 
ing. Their mill will be in operation on 
Monday. The works are large, giving em- 
ployment to almost 1,000 men/when running 
full. Including the drop forge they have 28 
puddling furnaces, two large hammers, six 
small steel hammers, melting shops, sheet and 
bar mills. Long & Co. of Chartiers, Penn., and 
the Licking Iron Company of Cincinnati 


also signed the scale this afternoon. The 
Sharon Iron Company of Sharon signing the 
scale this morning is significant from the fact 
that this is the tirst breakin the Chenango Vai- 
ley. Otber mills in that section are now ex- 
pected to fallinto line in afew days. Many of 
them are still making repaira and could not 
start for a few days yet were they to 
sign the scale. In the west end repairs 
are being made at J. Painter & Son’s 
mills, and this firm is also expected to attach 
its name to the scale before many days have 
elapsed. President Tony Keating of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association said to-day that there 
was ho penalty attacbed for any member sign- 
ing the scale, and that they could do go if they 
80 desired. 

The manufacturers who a week ago stated in 
the most emphatic manner that the lock-out 
would continue and that only a few firms would 
sign are not talking in the same strain 
are rushing the_ repairs 

mills, and their work- 
men, significant as it may appear, who 
left a week ago expecting tv spend a 
couple of weeks in camp, have been quietly re- 
quested to return home. In this connection it 
might be stated that the iron wills are really re- 
suming sooner than many of the workers de- 
sirec, and & great majority of them would not 
have objected to “do nothin’ but rest,’”’ until 
the first or middle of August 

“Tt’s only a question of a short time until all 
the mills will sign,” remarked a member of the 
Amalgamated Association this afternoon. 
‘“‘Enough ills have already signed to pre- 
clude any possibility of a leng lock-out by 
those who have not signed. We have had 
no cause to complain, A firm or two 
has signed ,the scale every day for 
the past week, and this state of affairs will con- 
tinue until the grand break occurs, which won’t 
be long. The talk about dull trade and no or- 
ders has suddenly ceased. The manufacturers 
always talk that way when ascale of wages is 
being arranged.” 

At Singer, Nimick & Co.’s. mili there were not 
Many new developments to-day. Mr. Singer 
stated that one of the melting shops had been 
putin operation partly with oid wen and partly 
with new men. The other departments were 
running about the sameas yesterday. The strik- 
ersreporta tirmuess along theline. They say that 
the 13-inch mill which was partiy in eperation 
a few days ago is now shut down, and that sev- 
eral of the departments of the mill in which the 
machinery is running there are no men at work. 

*Our men are all condueting themselves like 
the gentiemen that they aré,’’ said one of the 
strikers this afternoon. ‘“ Tnere is perfect order 
and quietness in Temperanceville, and not even 
aioud word has been spoken.

FRIENDS DENY His GUILT. 


INTERNATIONAL TYPOGRAPHICAL UNION 
Is THE ACCUSER. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—David M. Pas- 
coe, formerly Secretary and Treasurer of the 
International Typographical Union, was arrest- 
ed this morning on the charge of embezzlement 
and larceny as bailee. The warrant for? his ar- 
rest was sworn out by Edward T. Plank of San 
Francisco, President of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, before Magistrate Lennon. 
Pascoe was arrested by Constable John Gee. 
Magistrate Lennon gave him a proliminary 
hearing and held him in $2,500 for a further 


hearing at 11 o’clock to-morrow morning. In 
detault of bail be was committed to prison. 

The amount he is charged with having ap- 

ropriated is $2,239 98. Pascoe was Secretary- 
Treasurer of the International Typographical 
Union from June, 1886, to June, 1887, and 
was re-elected at the meeting in 1887, 
but ‘before the union adjourned’ the 
shortage in his accounts was discovered, 
and Mr. Pascoe resigned his office. Since 
then a committee of the International Typo- 
graphical Union has been examining his ac- 
counts, and at the last meeting of the union 
President Plank was instructed to institute 
criminal proceedings against Pascoe unless he 
made restitution. Mr. Plank came to Philadel-, 
ia yesterday, and Gen. W. H. Neilson, Pres- 
dent of Typographical Union No. 2 of this city, 
arranged a meeting between him and Pascoe. 
The latter could offer no feasible plan of settle- 
Tsent and asa result President Plank went be- 
—_ Magistrate Lennon and swore out the war- 
rant. 

Paseoe denies that he has embezzled any mon- 
ey at alland declares that he has documentary 
evidence to prove that he was authorized to use 
the strike funda afterthe general fund was found 
to be short $1,400. He further says that part 
of the shortage is a question of salary. The 
union does not fix the Seoretary-Treasurer’s 
salary until the ond of his term, and as Pasdoe’s 
predecessor had been voted $1,400 he believed 
that he would be allowed that much and very 
possibly more. He therefore drew $1,800, but 
as the union allowed him $1,000, he had over- 
drawn $800. He had some difficulty with Union 
No. 2 over some of the Childs-Drexel fund, but 
settled it by giving a note for $400, which was 
ow paid, so that fund will not lese any- 
thing. 

Presidents Plank and Neilson declare that Pas- 
eoe had no authority to use any of the fund at 
all, and expect to make out a strong case 
against him. Itis said by some of Mr. Pascoe’s 
friends that his arrest is the outcome of the old 
war between the Caxton League and the out- 
siders in the Internutional Union. For many 
years the league has controlled the legislation 
and the officers of the union, and itis bscause 
Pascoe fell out with the league that his 
troubles have ensued. His friends say 
that he never stole a dollar from _ the. 
union, but that he bad vouchers for all the 
money he is charged with having embezzled. 
The money, they say, he gave to prominent 
members of the league aad bad their receipts, 
but that his trunk containing them was atolen 
in Buffalo. They declare that there would have 
been no prosecution had not Pascoe fallen out 
with the members of the league and exposed 
them, and Instance the long delay between the 
discevery of the shortage and his arrest asa 
proof of their assertion.

ANNUAL REUNION OF NEW-YORK VET- 
ERANS. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Juiy 13.—The Republican 
politicians are making a frantic effort to show 
that President Cleveland is hated by the old 
soldiers and all organizations of old soldiers and 
yet in this city to-day at a meeting of 150 old 
soldiers the namo of President Cleveland was 
actually received with applause.

“Gen. Fairchila,’ said Col. Ammon, “told me 
that the President had given him the most posi- 
tive assurance that any pension bill which the 
Grana Army of the Republic men would unite 
upon ana recommend would be promptly signed 
by bim. [Applause.] Gen. Fairchild is a good 
straight Republican, but he told me this.” 


ONLY ONE BULLET NEEDED. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., July 13.—Chicopee 
was thrown into great excitement this morning 
by the discovery of the dead body of Fred G. 
Reed, Superintendent of one of the departments 
ofthe Dwight Company’s mill, at the house of L. 
FE. Childs, where he boarded. Reed was about 30, 
moved in the best society, and was of exeum- 


plary habits. Fora time he was connected with 
the cotton mills at Manchester, N. H., and had 
something to do with the construction of some 
milisin Rhode Island. He was a graduate of 
Exeter and Harvard, Class ef ’83. 

Alongside the body, on the bed, lay a heavy 
Eaoglish revolver. A wound in the breast and 
back showed that the bullet passed entirely 
through the body. It entered the mattress. 
No one heard the pistol reportor knew ef the 
suicide until Reed was found dead. He left no 
letters of explanatien. 

His brother, «a Boston cotton broker, came 
this afterneon to care for the remains. Reed 
visited Springtield yesterday afternoon, bought 
the revolver and box of eartridges, and re- 
turned home at 10 o’clock.

LATE ARRIVALS AT SARATOGA—I?T 
WANTS BOTH CONVENTIONS. 
SarRaToGa, July 13.—The rumor that 
the physicians of Jay Gould will prevail upon 
him to come to Saratoga for his health haa 
excited some interest among the hotel! proprie- 
tors, and Mr. Gould would certainly find unsur- 
passed accommodations for himself if he should 
decide to spend the season here. The rumor 
has spread among the hall boys and waiters at 
the big hotels, and Mr. Gould would, without 
doubt, meet with a hearty welcome at their 
hands. There seems to be an impression among 
them that Mr. Gould cannot break himself of 
the habit of toasing handfuls of trade dollars 
about him wherever he goes. If Mr. Gould does 
come to Saratoga, he will probably take posses- 
sion of a cottage in Broadway or in Union-ave- 
nue, or he may secure apartments in the Hotel 
Balmoral, at the summit of Mount McGregor.

They are awaiting with some anxiety 
the result of the Democratic State Executive 
Coramittee’s mesting in New-York next Tues- 
day. The Republican State Convention to nom- 
inate Warner Miller for Governor is to be held 
in Saratoga on Aug. 28. 

G. F. Slossen, the champion Diihardist, is a 
very busy man just now in taking care of tho 
billiard rooms in the United States and Grand 
Union Hotels and in getting everything ready 
for the billiard tournament to tske place in the 
Town Hallion ths evenings of Aug. 6, 7, and 4, 
when he and Daly and Sexton wiil engage ina 
contest, which bids fair to bea brilliant one. 
One game of cushion carroms, 200 points, is to 
be played each evening. Yan¥ Adams will give 
an exhibition of finger billiards. 

A cool wave made itself felt here last night 
and this morning, and the guests of the hotels 
began to think of heavy overcoats and sealsekin 
sacques, but the temperature rose during the 
day, and this evening Saratoga is itself again. 
At the grand exhibition of fireworks in Con- 
gress Spring Park to-night there was a very 
large attendance of the hotel people and cot- 
tagers, and the ladies’ costumes were gorgeous 
and beyond description. 

T. C. Kimball, wife, and child of New-York 
arrived at Congress Hall to-night. Mr. Kimball 
is known as the apple king. He goes about the 
country buying up all the apples he ear secure 
and has them converted into American cham- 
pagne. D. W. Kissam, the brass manufacturer 
of Bridgeport, Conn., took apartments at the 
Grand Union Hotel, and ex-Congressman D. A. 
Dangler of Cleveland, Ohio, and Thomas, other- 
wise known as ‘*Tom,” Collins of New-York se- 
eured rooms at the same hotel. Frank 8. Bond. Vice 
President of the Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
road, is at the same place. John P. Munn, wife, 
and child, with man and maid servant of New- 
York, are atthe United States Hotel. J. H. 
Wiekes and W. H. Wiskes, also ef New-York, are 
at this hotel.

The Saratoga Board of Trade, now in process of 
permanent organization, held ameeting to-night, 
and among its promoters in attendance were 
George A. Farnham, proprietor of the American 
Hotel; Albert Spencer, owner of the Saratoga 
Clubhouse and race track, and the Lester broth- 
ers, the real estate dealers.

Mr. Lyons, 
although not endowed with a ravenous appe- 
tite, went into the dining hall, and asa mere 
matter of form ordered the waiter to produce 
the articles set forth on the bill of fare. Com- 
missioner Purroy woulki rather talk than eat 
when be meets such an old-time warrior and 
companion as Mr. Kearney, and they went toa 
shady corner of the piazza, and talked eonfi- 
dentially uatil long after midnight over the ait- 
uation of affairs In New-York City. ; 

There have been rumors in circulation here 
during the last 10 days to the effect that some 
of the mere prominent leaders of the County 
Democracy have been seriously considering an 
invitation extended by Riehard Croker, the 
leader of the Tammany organization, to return 
to the wigwam, and the names of Mr. Kearney 
and Mr. Purroy have been mentioned in this 
connection. It has been said that neither Mr. 
Purroy nor Mr. Kearney have ever been happy 
in politics sinc: they were forced out of Tam- 
many Hall by John Kelly. It has been further 
said that, while members of great force and 
character in the Couuty Demorracy, Mr. Kear- 
ney and Mr. Purroy have not felt that they re- 
ceived proper consideration from Police Justice 
Maurice J. Power, who assumed the leadership 
when Hubert 0. Thompson died. It is said 
that Justice Power ivared them as _ pos- 
sible rivals and dreaded that either of 
them might take his position from him. 
It has also been said that one of Mr. Croker’s 
chief characteristics is that he never fears that 
anybody in the vernacular of politics can down 
him, and itis said to be a fact that since Mr. 
Croker became the successor of John Kelly as 
the leader of the Tammany forces be has re- 
peatedly made overtures to both Mr. Purroy and 
Mr. Kearney lookiug toward their return +o 
the organization with which they were so 
prominently identified upon this subjéet. — 

Mr. Kearney has been silent whenever it was 
broached to him by the correspondent of THE 
Times. Mr. Purroy was also ‘silent when the 
matter was mentioned. It is believed here, 
however, by Democrats from New-York that 
Mr. Kearney ana Mr. Purroy will accept Mr. 
Croker’s invitation and once more become iden- 
titied with the old organization. 1t is claimed 
that Tammany is much stronger than the Coun- 
ty Democracy, and it is strongly asserted that 
unless she can have the naming of the united 
Democracy’s candidate for Mayor there will 
be no unien, and that Tammany will make 
‘the fight alone, leaving tne County Democracy 
the opportunity of attaching itself to a citizens’ 
movement or some other combination. ‘Tam- 
mwany’s candidate for Mayor is believed to be 
Sheriff Hugh J. Grant. Mr. Purroy will go fish- 
ing early iu the morning, and Se ee be 
accompanied by Mr. Kearney and Mr. Lyons. 

1t will not be at all surprising to some Demo- 
crates here if Mr. Purroy and Mr. Kearney resign 
as members of the County Democracy erganiza- 
tion within afew days and acknowledge their 
fealty to ‘lammany. An old Tammany war 
horse said to the correspondent to-night: ‘* You 
will see the fur fiy before long. The County 
Democracy organization is growiag weaker 
every day and Tammany is becoming more pow- 
erfal as rapidly. With sueh men as Kearney 
and Purroy in happy accord with Croker the 
old organization will erush any other Democrat- 
ic organization out of sight.”

REPUBLICANS MODIFY THEIR 
SUBSIDY SCHEME. 

THE PROJECT HOTLY ASSAILED IN THE 
HOUSE—RESIGNATION OF MINISTER 
TO RUSSIA GEORGE V, LOTHROP. 

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Believing that 
oalf a loaf is better than none, the Republicans 

In the House of Representatives to-day gave up 

their attempt to help the Senate put the 

tight-hundred-thousand-dollar steamship sub- 
siay in the Post Office Appropriation bill 
and asked fo, 31°0,000. It had been agreed 
to lay aside the Tariff bill to consider the confer- 
ance’s report on the Post Oifice bill, and 
after that report had been read it, in- 
fluding the subsidy disagreement, was 
agreed to. Mr. Bingham then made the pro- 
posal to fix the subsidy at $450,000 and 
sought to make friends for the scheme by mak- 
ng it apply to mail facilities between the United 

Btates and China, Japan, the Sandwich Islands, 

and Australasia, as well as Central and South 

America and the West Indies, After a apntest 


lasting aliday aresult had not been reached, 
but there wus no reasun to expect suceess for 
the subsidy hunters. Mr, Bingham made an 
sarnest speech in behalf of the subsidy, and 
Chairwan Blount of the Post Office Com- 
mitteo led, as usual, the opposition, He 
talked long and effectively, and was ably 
seeounded by Mr. Holman and Mr. Dockery, 
Messrs, Dingley, Felton, Owen, Buchanan, and 
Adams pleaded for the Treasury raid, making 
the familiar arguments about the necessity for 
encouraging the American merchant marine, 
They got along famously with their speeches 
antil Mr. Nelsou get the fioor and poured hot 
shot luto tbeir. arguments. The Minnesota 
member called the pleas of the subsidy hunters 
stuff und nonsense, aud told the House that the 
trouble with the merchant marine was that 
the Government had put it im a etrait- 
acket. He illustrated his meaning by peint- 
ug out that Norway, the land of his 
birth, was too poor to sxubsidize a single 
ship forasingle year. Yet wita ber free traae 
and free ships Norway stood next to the United 
Btates'in tonnage and commerce. Mr. Nelson 
made it plain thatthe proposed subsidy would 
“simply give afew steamship companies power 
to shut off all competition. Mesers. Felton and 
Buchanan tried to break the force of Mr, Nel- 
ton’a epesch by frequent interruptions, but 
they fount him ready to back up his arguments 
every time. Mr. Dockery made the point that 
the giving of a subsidy to the existing steam- 
ship companies would discourage the building 
of additionai lines and thus prevent competi 
tion. It is expected that a vote on the Bingham 
rroposition will be reached to-morrow, and that 
ls will then be killed,

Senator Edmunds to-day introduced a bill for 
the ostablishment of a Council of Ordnance, to 
consist of three officers from the army, two or 


three naval officers, and two or three civilians, 
the civilians to receive a salary of $5,000 per 
annum. Itis' made the duty of the council to 
conduct examinations into all such questions re- 
lating tothe fabrication and use of ordnance, 
projectils, aud explosives, as may be referred 
to 1t by Congress or the Secretary of War or of 
the Navy. ‘The conclusions of the council are to 
be aiivisory only. Before any money appropri- 
atea tor the fabrication or use of ordnauce, pro- 
jectiles, or explosives, or for experiments there- 
with shalibe expended the particular systems 
or metheds of fabrications use, or experiment 
Shall be submitted to the Council of Ordnance, 
which shall examine into the subjectand report 
its conclusions and recommendations to the de- 
partment concerned,

Benton J. Hall, Commissioner of Patenta, has 
prepared and issued a revision of the rules of 
practice in the Patent Office, The changes, 
though not of great importance in any one 
partionisr, have been made with a view-of 
preventing unnecessary delay in the isguange of 
patents. Hitherto, under the law and the 
rules of the office, an applicant might, 
after establishing his right to # patent, 
place his invention on the market as 
“Patent applied for,” and by manipulation 
postpone the actual issuance of the patent near- 
ly four years, thus extending its term and pro- 
longing his monopoly to nearly 21 years, in- 
stead of 17 years, aa contemplated by law. The 
Commissianer'’s revision will prevent,-so far as 
he is able, this evasion of the spirit of the law, 
In his last annual repert, the Commissioner 
asked Congress to confer upon him the same 
power invested in courts to declare an applica- 
tion for a patent abandoxed in case of Improper 
delay In its prosecution.

A MURDERER TAKE“ES MORPHINE AND 
: GETS A RESPITE, ; 

Raxriau, N. C., July 13.—William A. 
Potts, Jr., sentenced to be hanged to-day at 
Washington, N. C., for the murder of Paul 
Lincke on June 7, 1887, attempted to escape 
execution by committing suicide. He was 
found in his cell by a prisoner at 6 e’clook this 
morning in an unconscious condition, having 
taken 20 or 30 grains of morphine last night. 
Medieal assistance was called at once.. Restora- 
tiyes were administered, but the physician pro- 
nounced the prisoner in a dying condition. The 
Sheriff immediately telegraphed Gov. Scales, 
stating that the prisoner wasinadying con- 

ition, and that it would be impossible to hang 
him. He asked: for a respite of aweek. Tho 
Governor granted a reprieve till Tuesday. The 
message, arrived just in time to stay the execu: 
tion, which nad been fixed for 2 o’olock, 

After a few hours Potts was restored to con- 
sciousness, but it is doubtful whether he will 
live till the day of execution. When told that 
a reprieve had been granted he said nothing, ex- 
cept to ask how long it was. He has fot sev- 
eral days been seemingly indifferent to his fate, 
He had written a letter to the Sherilf stating 
that he wished to relieve him of a painful duty 
and thanking him for his kindness, Ho also 
said that physicians were in no wise responsible 
for his haying the morphine, The Sheriff im- 
mediately placed a death watch over the 
prisoner, with instructions to allow ne one ex- 
cept physicians access to his cell. 

otts was a prominent and rising young attor- 
ney of Washington, and belonged to one of the 
best families ip the State. He had received a 
coliegiate education and was highly eultured, 
He was 27 years of age. The murder was the 
result of a scandal which grew out of intimacy 
between Potts aud the wife of Paul Lincke, who 
was also a prominent and highly-respected citi- 
zen of Washington. Mrs. Lincke incited him to 
the deed. He went to Lineke’s room at midnignt, 
and placing the muzzle of axpistol againat 
Lincke'’s forehead, blew out his brains. He was 
met coming away froin the house, He made no 
concealment of his crime, but boasted of it.

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THEY WILL PAY COMMISSIONS. 
THE BOYCOTT AGAINST THE ALTON 
SLOWLY COMING TO AN END. 


It is the general opinion among the ticket 
agents on Broadway that the resumption of the 
sale of Chicago and Alton tickets by the Balti- 
more and Ohio Road is a practical beginning of 
the end of the boycott ag inst the former line. 
More significance is given to this acton the part 
of the Baltimore and Ohio than that of the Bee 
line, which broke the boycotting compact July 
1 because of the Baltimore and Ohio, an initial 
line, selling tickets out of New-York and New- 
England. It is believed, moreover, that unless 
the other lines combine against the Baltimore 
and Ohio the latter’s action puts a practical end 
to the agreement and recognizes theright of any 
road to do as it thinks best in regard to the com- 
mission qvestion. 


What may force this recognition more than 
anything elee is the fact that on notification 


ticket office at 1 Broadway has resumed the sale 
of Chicago and Alton tickets in conjunction with 
those of the Baltimore and Ohio, and in direct 
conflict with the instructions to all agents of 
the trunk lines to accept no commissions from 
the sale of any tiekets whatever, under penalty 
of instant dismissal. The more sanguine ticket 
agents have little doubt that the payment 
of commissions will be openly resumed by all 
lines in a short time. Trunk Lfhe Passen- 
ger Commissioner Pearson said yesterday: “TI 
do not think that the other trunk lines will 
follow the course adopted by the Baltimore 
and Ohio, and neither do I anticipate any 
trouble whatever, The other lines cannot con- 
trol the Baltimore and Ohio's action in the mat- 
ter, but they are not obliged to withdraw from 
their part of the agreement. [ do not knew 
what arrangement the Chicago and Alton’s pas- 
senger agent may have made with the Balti- 
more and Ohio agent, but whatever it is, it does 
not affect the position of the other lines. The 
Chicago and Alton people may have agreed not 
to pay cummissions any longer, though I do not 
know anything about that. As to the selling 
of Chicago avd Alton tickets in the 
joint ticket office, the agent there is 
not acting as an agent for - the 
various lines jointly, but as a separate and dis- 
tinct agent for each individual line. A great 
many agents on Broadway who are in favor of 
commissions may allow tbeir enthusiasm to 
lead them to the belief that this aetion practi- 
cally establishes the right to pay commissions, 
but I do not regard it in such a light.” 

The representatives of the Chicago and Alton 
denied that that road had witnodrawn or even 
reeedad in the least from their position taken 
nearly ayear and a half ago in regard to the 
payment of commissions. 


WATERMELON RATES. 
MEROGHANTS CHARGING THAT THEY ARE 
OPPRESSIVE. 

The watermelon merchants are still at 
odds with the railroad eompanies on account of 
what they claim are exeessive freight charges. 
Though the market is glutted with melons they 
are still coming forward in great quantities, In 
two days 90 carloads arrived in this city from 
Savannah by railroad and steamerand 24 car- 
loads by way of all-rail lines, The shippers in 
Fiorida are notified each day by telegraph as to 
the condition of the market and the prices, but 
as there is no other ayenue of trade open the 
growers take their chances on selling the mel- 
ong ata profit, At the same time the freight 
charges are high, In one instance $222 56 was 
charged for a single carioad over the Pennsyl- 
vania Road, the regular rate being $111. The 
regular rate, however, is made on a basis of 
20,000 pounds to each car, and the car used in 
this instance was a large 40,000-pound car, and 
the company claim that the car was overloaded 
80 that 1t weighed 40,110 pounis, . 

The commission merchants claim that the 
weights of the vars are simply approximated 
and that they are invariably overbilled. ©. &, 
Durling of 192 Duane-street suid; “The trunk 
line schedule rating watermelons as fourth-class 
allows 24,000 pounds to the carlead, and by 
charging us at the rate of $111 for 20,000 
pounds, the railroads are thus taking advantage 
of at least 4,000 pounds on each egr, and besides 
this I do not believe the ears are ever weiched, 
but that they are in every instance oyerbilled. 
I received one carluoad on which the freight was 
$222 56. There were 925 good and 41 bad 
melons in the car, which brought $288 85. De- 
ducting my commission of 10 per cent., the 
grower was left but littie for his trouble and 
expense. Another carlead, on which I paid 
$133 82 in freight, contrined 875 good and 26 
bad melons, and brought only $132 Sl,actually 
less than the freight charges.” 

The price per carload by rail and steamer is 
$89, and most shippers send by this route be- 
cause they cannot pay the difference in tho 
rates. Prices for melons range from 8 to 28 
cents each, and the commission men sometimes 
realize little or nothing. In some cases the rail- 
roads are refusing to take melons for freight 
unless the charges dre prepaid, but in inany in- 
Stances the growers are poor and cannot afford 
to do this. .The commission merchants claim 
thai the transportation companies aro injuring 
the business by selling the rejected freight at 
less than it could be sold by the merchants them- 
selves, and thus causing many carloads in their 
hands te greatly depreciate in value. / 

In addition to the melons brought to New- 
York by the Pennsylvania Railroad and the 
Ocean Steamship Company, the Clyde and Old 
Dominion Lines are also competitors for this 
freight, and it is estimated that since July 1 
1,000 carloads have been received in New-York. 

The steamship company promised a commit- 
tee of merchants a few days axo to allow 24,000 
pounds to the carload, Monday next the man- 
agers of the Pennsylvania Railroad will be 
asked for an allowance of 30.000 pounds to the 
cxrload at the present price, and that each car 
be accurately weighed. If these requests are 
granted they will agree to protect the railroad 
company from loss in freight thus charged,

GETTING TIRED OF FIGHTING. 

CuicaGo, July 13.—At last the war 
among the Eastern roads over dressed beef and 
live stock rates begins to show signs of abating. 
To be sure, the Erie and the Chicago and At- 
lantic managed to keep the ball rolling to-day 
by dropping the rate on dressed beef to 8 
cents per 100 pounds to New-York and 
18° cents to Boston—a reduction of 1 
cent. It was late in the afternoon when the 
Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines met this 
cut, and evey then they failed to make any cor- 
responding reduction in live stock rates, letting 
the tariff on cattle stand 5 vents per 100 pounds, 
as established yesterday. From this it would 
a pear that the belligerents have begun to tire 
of the fight, Atpresent it looks as if the end of 
the war will see a victory for the Chicago end 
Atlantic and the Erie, which will probably save 
their differentials, 

The Michigan Central and the Lake Shore have 
followed the example of the Erie and notified 
shippers that in consequence of the low rate 
on dressed beef they can no longer pay mileag 
on refrigerator cars. The shippers will have to 
pay the mileage themselves until the tariffs are 
advanvged, Commodity tariffs are still undergoing 
revision, though the only change announced to- 
day was a cut from 25 to 18 cents per ton in the 
rate ou pig-iren from Chicago to Eustern points. 


The Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Road has withdrawn from the dressed beef war 


and signified its intention to receive no more of 
that elass of freight from Chi¢ago to New-York 
for less than 30 cents per 100 pounds. This is 
the second line that has withdrawn, and it is be- 
lieved that the Vanaerbilt lines will follow in a 
very fow days. In auch an event the dressed 
heet war is believed to be practioully at an end,

Company was organized to-day, with a capital 
stock of $2,000,000, for the construction of a 
short line from this city to Pittsburg by way of 
Welisburg and Bethany, West Va., and Cannons- 
burg, Penn. Pittsburg capitalists are the lead- 
ing spirits inthe enterprise, In this city the

TOOK HIS ADDRESS WITH HIM. 


HAD THE CONFIDENCE OF HIS CLIENTS 
AND HAS THEIR HARD CASH. 
New-Or.eans, La., July 13.—Jules V. 
Charpentier, notary public, has been missing 
since Saturday, and as he was intrusted with 
money by a number of creole families it is 
feared that he has made off with considerable 
sums. It is asserted that customers 
calling at his office during the last 
few days have been directedyto J. Meunier, 
notary, Custom Heuse-street and Exchange- 
alley, who has denied any authority to repre- 
sent the missing man. The patrons of Char- 
pentier have been much exercised over this 
state of affairs, and yesterday two of 


them, Phillip Bouron and the Metropolitan 
Loan and Savings Bank, instituted preceedings 
against Charpentier for the reeovery o7 sums 
amounting to $11,850. A writof attachment 
was issued in SBouron’s favor against the 
Trader's Bank and Eureka Homestead Assocla- 
tion, garnisbnees. 

Charpentier’s family live in a fine honse of 
Columbus-street, aud have seen nothing of 
the notary since Saturday. He iieft 
home after dinner on that day without 
observable evidence of anything unusual 
on his mind. He is said to have been 
a man of good habits and domestic tastes, He 
is 37 years of age. His friends express a belief 
that he is not a fugitive, but has been foully 
dealt with. 

There were quite a number of creditors about 
the office of Mr. Charpentier this morning, and 
all his papers and effects were attacned. Many 
of thé ereditors do uot know how they 
stand until the notary’s papers and books 
have been examined. Mr. Bouron and his fam- 
ily are the heaviest lesers, their loss probably 
amounting to $18,000. It is not thought that 
the notacy took any great sum with him, nor is 
it thought that he was a deliberately dishoneat 
man. He had no vicious habits and kept the 
full contidence of his clients. If is presumed 
that he lived beyond his means and cot the ac- 
eounts of his clients mixed up until he could no 
longer make shift to meet his obligations,

PHINNEY’S SUICIDE: 


HIS BROTHER RECEIVED THE DEAD 


MAN’S VALISE AND A LETTER. 

Boston, July 13.—Stanwood Phinney, 
the brother of Brooklyn’s mysterious suicide, 
left Waltham for New-York this evening to ex- 
piain the contents of a valise and a letter re- 
ceived from the brother now aead. The valise 
reached him in advance of the telegram to 
Chief Burleigh from Superintendent Campbell 
of Brooklyn. Chief Burleighimmediately seized 
ft, however, but at the request of Stanwood 
Phinney consented to hold it until the latter 
couldinterview the Brooklyn authorities. Three 
subseyuent telegrams Were reeveived from Su- 
perintendent Campbell and they were of such a 


remptory eharacter that the valise was finally 
orwarded after the departure of Mr. Phinney. 
The letter from Guilford G. Phinney was re- 
ceived by his brother several days ago. It began 
as follows: ‘* Dear Brother: I am going away to- 
morrow, and may notreturn. If I do not, the 
following articles in this valise will belong to 
you.” Then followed a long list of articles, ail 
of which were found in the valise when it ar- 
rived, but n» mention was made in the letter of 
the valise having been sent.

The vari- 
ous articles were crammed in as though the 
packer was in great haste, or in an unsettled 
condition of mind.

He had been de- 
posed from the Irving Legion of Secret Knights 
on an accusation of making away with one of its 
books. It is beheved that the young man tired 
of life owing to lack of funds and his failure to 
satisfactorily arrange his love affairs. .

HOW A WEALTHY OLD MAN LOST A 
LARGE SUM OF MONEY. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—Thomas Guill, a 
wealthy man, 77 years of age, who lives at 
1,546 Franklin-street, was neatly swindled out 
of $2,650 this morning by an old-time confidence 
game.

RESULTS “THUS FAR SEEN OF THE 


SLAVERY ABOLITION ACT. 
From the Rto de Janeiro News, June 15. 

All the disinterested reports thus far re- 
ceived from the interior represent plantation 
affairs to be in a very satisfactory and hopeful 
condition. There are still a few who pretend to 
believe thatthe abolition of slavery is ruining 
the planters, and that a great part of the 
present coffee crop will not be pieked hecause of a 
scarcity of laborers, but much of this opinion is 
due to private and political reasons. The oppo- 
nents of the Governmunt in this matter of aboli- 
tion are determined to make this act appear 
as arbitrary and hurtful as possible in ordor to 
discredit the Ministers and to foree consid- 
eration of their claims for indemnification. 
They have made the moat of the very few 
cases where the freedmen have left their eld 


tmastors because of the cruel treatment herbto- 
tore received, and they are also playlng every 
variation on the assortion that the debt-ridden 
ae will net be able to weet his obligations. 
hey omit to mention, however, the actual fact 
that the freedmen are generally remaining on 
or returning to the plantatious ou whieh they 
have been reared, and that they are working 
cheerfully and steadily for very moderate 
wages. And they omit to mention also that 
white laborers aro turning up most unexpect- 
edly 1D largo numbers, and that the present 
coffee crop is beiug picked just as well and just 
as expeditiously as in the palmiast days of 
slavery. A few days since a gentleman of our 
acquaintance was visiting the coffee districts of 
Southern Minas when he was surprised at 
running across a party of 400 miners from 
Diamantina whe had come down te seek work 
on tbe coffee plantations. Upon inquiry he 
learned that as evon as abslition was announced 
the poor whites of the cainpoand mining regions 
began to sesk the cultivated districts in search 
of employment, and that they had been engaged 
as hin ogy as they arrives. In the days of 
siavery there were ne epportunities for these 
eople, apy because wages were not paid for 
abor, and they remained always wiserably 
poor and idle; but now that slavery hus been 
abolished aud wages must be paid for every 
man's labor, they are among the first to see 
employment. And thiscertainly is not the least 
among the many beneficia! results arising from 
the overthrow of this most sajustand hurtful 
institution. 
« How far this movement extends among the 
ee white population of the country we do not 
now, butitis already large enough to show 
that by no possible means can there be a scarci- 
ty of laber where plantera are willing to pa 
even the wost moderate wages. Andto se- 
cure this alternative a better time for the pro- 
mulgation of the law of abolition could not have 
been found, for it comes at a time when the 
planters are obliged to meet their freedmen 
half way and to offer fair waxes and good treat- 
mentatonce, Had the law gone into effect 
only after the coffee had been picked, as 
many think should have been the case, then 
the planters would have béeu masters of the 
situation and trouble would have fellowed. Tho 
necessities of the moment, however, have forced 
both sides into an arrangement which affords a 
good starting point for the future, and prenanes 
in great measure all future trouble in the adjust- 
ment of the relations hetween planters and la- 
borers. Another hopeful indication of whieh 
we have been informed is the tendency of many 
yea men to take hold of the plantations who 
ave heretofore held aloof because of their an- 
tipathies to the system followed. The old plant- 
era who find themselves unable to fall into line 
with the new conditions are now willing to 
lease their plantations on favorable terms, and 
younger men with little capital are finding 
opportunities for their enterprise which never 
could have existed under the old régime. All 
things considered, the outlook is very hopeful, 
not only for the present crop, but for the future. 
Brazil has taken no backward step in this. mat- 
ter, and she certainly is not to be a loser for 
taking a forward step. Conformity with the 
laws of progress does not entail ruin and suffer- 
ing as some would have us believe Yut must un- 
erringly lead to prosperity and lwppiness. In 
the matter of the present crop, it 1s our private 
opinion publicly expressed that every berry 
will be pickea, except in the few, very few, cases 
where infuriated brutes have driven away their 
old slaves and are unwilling to pay wages for 
the laborera needed te do the work. 


HUMBLE BEGINNINGS. 


HOW A PROSPEROUS AND SUCCESSFUL 
AMERICAN BEGAN LIFE. 
From the Lewiston (Me) Journal, July 7. 

Up in Phillips, about 50 years ago, the 
scholars in a Sunday schoo! engaged 1n a con- 
teat to see who could commit to memory the most 
verses from the Bible. Among the pupils was 
a@13-year-old boy. One Sunday a young lady 
school teacher beat the previous records by 
reciting 350. The next Sunday this boy had 
528. School closed for the season soon after, 
but on the first Sunday of the next Summer it 
was rumored that a boy from another part of 
the town was to surprise everybody by the num- 
ber he had committed. The boy previously 
menticned thus forewarned was forearmed. He 
was ready for any of them the rnext Sunday. Ho 


was able to recite the whole book of Luke. 
After that no one tried to dispute the champion- 
ship with him. 

As might have been expected, this boy was 
not willing to stay at the foot of*the ladder 
when he started out to earn his own living. He 
began this task when but 8 years old and was 
earning his living by taking care of horses and 
cutting wood when he learued the Sunday 
schuol lesson above mentioned. When he was 
14 years eld, his father having moved from 
Weld to Searsmont, this boy, Joseph B. Stearns 
by name, started to walk to his father’s new 
home, a distance of 90 miles, with but $2 in his 

»ocket. The trip éost him just 2 cents, that sum 

eing speat for crackers, and the poddler of 
whom he bought them carried him 12 miles on 
his cart, and gave him a sheet of gingerbread. 
He says no one seomed to want to take money 
from him. When 17 years old he again started 
offte seek his fertune, with «ll hia worldly 
goods tied up in.a piece of cloth which he after- 
ward had wade upintoagarment. He went to 
Newburyport and hired out in a cotten mill, and 
at the end of ayearand a half had been sick 





eight months, and was 60 heavily in debt that it. 


took him eight years to get out. 

Rather a;discouraging beginning! But the 
boy is now the Hon. Joseph B. Stearns, tne in- 
ventor of the duplex system of telegraphy and 
the owner of the beautiful villa ** Norumbega,”’ 
at Camden. When 19 years old he went into a 
telegraph office, and four years later was earn- 
ing $3,000 a year. In 1867 he was elected Pres- 
ident of tho Franklin Telegraph Copany, with 
headquarters at Boston,and while there invented 
the system of telegraphv that has made him 
famous. Since then he has lived mueh in Lon- 
don, and has been engaged in many important 
works. Heis aconnoisseur in art, and has a 
library of 10,000 volumes, and his farm of 500 
acres in Camden elaims much of his attention.

WAGNER WAS A OAD. 
SEVERE ORITICISM OF HIS APPEALS TO. 
THE ABBE LISZT. 

From the London Truth, 

In perusing the recently-published trans- 
lation of the ‘Correspondence’ between Rich- 
ard Wagner and Franz Liszt, I confess my feel- 
ings were diverse. On the one hand arose a 
certain admiration of the minnerin which Mr, 
Franois Hueffer has, in English which moet dra- 
matically reproduces the rugged eloquence of 
the German, told not only the truth, but tho 
whole truth, of Wagner’s life by his own letters: 
On the other hand, I imagined the pain which it 
must have afforded the Rev. H. R. Haweis when 


by the light of these same letters he discovered 
in his pot composer the most miserable of grum- 
biers and begging letter-writers, and the most 
incurable of Guds. For it will be recollected 
that Mr. Hawois, in the intervals between the ex- 
ereise of hisjournalistioc profession and the inven- 
tion of an exg-laying bird which neither roosts 
nor crows in early morning, has sotaced hia 
leisure by a purely mundane worship of ‘the 
character of Richard Wagner, 1t will be a rude 
shock to him to find that in two gigantic vol- 
umes of nearly 400 pages eavh, Wagner's wheile 
idea was to serew as much money as he possibly 
could vutof the slender pookets of the Abbé 
Liszt, without a solitary suggestion of ever ro- 
paying a peuny-piece. Liszt himself, 35 to 40 
years agv, Warn in receipt, in Weimar, of an in- 
come of only about £200 ayear. Yet Wagner 
had the effrontery to ask for £40 down as a gift, 
and “the same annual sum for the next two 

ears.” It is true that to Liazt’s letters a 

rincess—who might have added to, or, for 
aught {kaow, diminished Liszt's banking ac- 
count—often managed to adila poscript But, 
secing what the Abbé’s own income waa, it 
is to the everlasting credit of the most uamelo- 
dious of melodists and most open-handed of 
mon, thathe gave Wagner tae £40, though ha 
was obliged to refuse the annuity, Waguer, ot 
course, Was not satisfied. From page 6 of the 
first to page 318 of the last yolume he never 
caased the cry of the horse-lee¢k, and thanks to 
suggestions of (page 45, volume 1) threatening 
to** pawn the score of * Lohengrin,’’’ or to sell all 
his operas for a mere nothiaxg, he generaliy man- 
aged to screw the money out of poor Liszt. The 
interludes are filled with qneswiene complainta 
of the conduct of every nation, Of England we 
may, of course, (volume 2, Dage 84,) cxpect such 
things as this: 

“1 live here as one of the lost soulsin hell. I 
never thought that I could sink solow. The 
misery 1 feelin having to live in these disguat- 
fag surroundings is beyond conception, and I 
DOW realize that it was a sin, a crime, to accept 
this invitation to London, which, in the luckiest 
case, must huve led me far frem my real path. 
I need not expatiate to you upon my actual git- 
uation. It ig the consistent outgrowth of the 
greatest inconsistency Lever committed. I am 
compelled to condavt ao English convert pro- 
gramme right down to the end! That says 
everything!". 

The ‘‘disgusting surroundings” did not, how- 
ever, prevent Wagner froin returning to Londou 
to condues concerts (“fora ¢onsideration’”) at 
the Albert Hall, when toward tho ond of his 
life, it will be recollected, OWing to ,xroos in- 
competency as & conductor, eo wus repiaced by 
Richter. France, it appears, was just as bad as 
London, Wagner saye: “Artistic affairs’ here 
{in Paris] are 1n go vile a condition, so rotten,se 
lit for decay, that a boid acytheman is required 
who understands tne right cut,” and with the 
old money craze strong upon him, he goes on 
azain to ask Liszt to get him an annuity. Even 
in his beloved Germany: ‘I discover nothing 
but mean and miserable things, conceit anda 
promos of solid work withuut any foundation, 

alf-heartedness in everything,” and then he 
prates once more about his “ uarrow tinancial 
circumstances.” I need not continue quotations 
which only ge to show how one of the greatest 
of the composers fer nearly a whelo life-time 
privately posed as one of the meanest and mest 
sordia ef men. Poverty, of course, is no crime, 
but even Mr. Micawber retrained from persist- 
ently draining the purse ofa solitary friend and 
patron. The publication of this correspondence 
will, however, tear the veil froin the character of 
@ man who was perpetually sermonizing about 
art, though he was begging money on the sly. 
it may incidentaily do gvod in diverting Mr. 
Hawels’s brain from Wagner worship, and of 
concentrating the reverend gentieman’s atten- 
tion upon some more useful fleid of labor—such, 
for example, as the noiseless production of 
breakfast eggs. e 


WHEN VIOTORIA WAS OROWNED. 
From the London Times, June 28. 

Fifty years ago, on the 28th of June, 
1838, the crown of these realms was placed 
upon the head of Queen Vistoria. On the morn- 
ing of that memorable day the sky was overcast 
for a time, and between 7 and 8 rain fell. The 
procession which a vast multitude had gathered 
to see would have been shorn of half its splen- 
dor and attraction if the weather were unfavor- 
able. Happily the sky cleared, and the sun 
shone forth brightly before the procession left 
Bucekinghain Palace at 10 o’clock. The beauty 
of the day was one of the charms of a 
spectacle which had uot been cqualed 
since the entry into Lendon of the 
allied sovereigns in 1814. Anincident occurred 
before the end of the ceremony in Westminster 
Abbey which, in the days of antiquity, would 
have been hailed as a goed omen, and which, in 
fact, has proved embiematic of the brilliancy of 
a reign that is not only one of the longest but is 
one of the most Memorable in our history. After 
ths royal robe had been thrown over her 
Majesty’s shoulders, after the orb had been 
piaced in her hand and the ring upon her finger, 
after the Holy Bible had been presented to herand 
the Archbishop of Canterbury had pronvouticed 
a solemn biessing, then, to use the words of our 
reporter, “A gleam of sunshine, which now 
broke through the south great rese win- 
dow, lighted right on her Majesty’s crown, 
which sparkled like a gaijaxy, and lent a stili 
more dazzling brilliancy to the scene.” There 
are men still living whe were present not only 
at the coronation of the Queen but at that of 
hertwo prodecessors en the threne, Yet the 
vast majority of the people have no acguaint- 
ance with such a ceremony now except at sec- 
ond hand, and itis our feryent hope that many 
years may elapse before another coronation 
takes place in Westininster Abbey, When the 
Queen was Crowned there were some old men 
whose memories might stretch back to the time 
when George IIL ascended the throne, yet there 
were biany more to whom such an eventasa 
coronation was not extraordinary, and who had 
beca present at that of Geerge LV., 17 years, 
and at that of William IV., seven yxars bofere. 
With the exception of the coronatien of Gearge 
1IL, no event of the kind was more no.eworthy 
than that of her Majesty since the succession tu 
the crown of these realms was settled by act of 
Parliament in the House of Brunswick.

fg a Charles Durand, who long ago pitched 
is tent at Montiucen. Coming one day to the 
conclusion that life was not worth living after 
all, Durand determined to treat himself to the 
‘“Dappy @ispatoh;” but he scorned to put an 
end wo hisdays by such haekueyed means as 
suspension in midair er drowaing, or even the 
six-chambered revolver. He would cut out an 
original line for himself and make his exit that 
way. So he procured a dynamite cartridge, 
leaned over it, and speedily blew himself into 
a bundred fragments. His performance did not 
long remain a secret to his afflicted neighbors, 
for the explosion sent the windows as well as 
the roof of Durand’s abode flying in ali direo- 
tions, while the adjacent houses rattled and 
rocked as if they had suddenly been transported 
to the crater of Vesuvius at a time when that 
capricious volcano is “getting up steam” fora 
tresh outburst. 


GERMAN LETTER OARRIERS. 
From the Paris Amerwan Register, 

The rural letter carriers,in Germany are 
an ifAdustrious class of public servants. Ao- 
cording to the statistical account of the Postal 
Department the aggregate number of pieces of 
postal matter distributed in the rural districts 
in 1886 was, in round figures, 323,000,000. Of 
these, about 34,000,000 pieces were culled fer 
at the respective Post Offices, and the remain- 
ing 289,000,000 pieces delivered by 23,500 car- 
riers who, to accomplish the work, had to travel 
an aggregate distance of 176,294,624 kilo- 
meters. This makes a daily travel of 483,000 
kilometers, equal to 65,094 geographical miles— 
in other words, daily more than 12 times, and 
annually 4,400 times the eircumference of the 
earth. Astonishing as are these tigures, it must 
etill be added that the average daily measure of 
work of each ¢arrier has not only not been in- 
creased, but on the contrary reduced frem 30.3 
kilometers to 20.6 kilometers within the past 
aix years.

The corference committee on the Post 
Office Appropriation bill had no difficulty 
in agresing upon everything except the 
Senate subsidy amendment. To that the 
House conferrees would not assent. After 
the report was agreed to in the House a 
proposition was made to concur in the sub- 
sidy amendment so modified as to reduce 
the appropriation to $450,000 and include 
in its application the mail service to China 
and Japan, the Sandwich Islands, and Aus- 
tralasia. The argument used by Mr. 
BINGHAM in support of this proposi- 
tion has no real relevancy to the. 
main question. This guestion is whether 
such an appropriation is necessary or 
would be effective to improve or extend 
the mail service, or would merely be a 
bonus paid to American vessels which 
would carry the mails any way at the pres- 
ent compensation. Ifthe provision is not 
necessary to maintain a proper and sufii- 
cient mail service it has no rightful place 
in the Appropriation bill. If it is intended 
as a subsidy to sustain American vessels en- 
gaged in trade and to encourage foreign 
commerce it should be presented separately 
as such, so that it could be dealt with on 
its merits. In such a case it would stand 
little chance, and thatis why it has been 
thrust into this bill. 








It is to be hoped that the House conferrees 
on the River and Harbor bill will insist at 
least upon excluding the outrageous canal 
jobs which the Senate put into the bill. 
These are intended to commit the Govern- 
ment to a wasteful and extravagant scheme 
of local “improvements” with which it can 
properly have nothing to do. If the House 
permits these jobs to remain in the bill the 
Fresident ought to veto the whole thing. 
This bill, in its present shape, is by all odds 
the werst yet. : 








The mystery which has characterized the 
recent movements, or rather the inactivity, 
cf the House Committee on Manufactures 
is not cleared away by the announcement 
that the committee will resume the in- 
vestigation of Trusts ten days or two weeks 
hence. The committee has taken testimony 
concerning the Sugar Trust and the Stand- 
ard Oii Trust, and now it promises to make 
aninguiry about the Alcohol Trust. But 
this promise is made only after the introduc- 
tion of resolutions calling for the testimony 
already procured—resolutions intended to 
wake up a committee which seemed to 
have gone to sleep. Several weeks have 
passed since the committee discontinued 
its werk. These weeks might have been 
profitably employed in examining witnesses 
with respect to the operations of a score of 
rings and “combines” which rob the peo- 
ple by means of tariff duties. Why did not 
the committee take hold of some of these 
combinations? Was it because its members 
had supposed at the beginning of 
the session that they would have 
nothing to do and were displeased 
by the accumulation of unforeseen work? 
Or was it because a majority of the mem- 
bers were unwilling to draw out evidence 
showing how competition in the home mar- 
ket has been throttled by tarifi-sheltered 
rings? No one will deny that a great quan- 
tity of valuable testimony might have been 
taken since the committee cut short its in- 
quiry. 


Senator Burier of South Carolina evi- 








‘gently has what essayists know as “ the 


critical spirit.” He exercised it (as its pos- 
sessors are always fond of doing) in the 
Senate yesterday, his theme being the pub- 
lic services of Senator Briain of New- 
Tiampshire. ‘We should be infinitely 
‘Petter off,” he said, ‘“ if the Senator from 


_ ‘New-Hampshire were less attentive, and if 
fe he would fatigue us less and fatigue the 


country less with many of the measures 
4vbich he brings into this body for our 
consideration.” This has all the quali- 
ties of good criticism. It is just, it is 
‘dispassionate, and it is neatly put. Yet 
fenator Buia failed to recognize any of 


* 


its merits. He said that the critic was a 
rebel and a traitor, which is obviously 
irrelevant to the question whether the 
country would be better off if Mr. BLAIR 
were less attentive to his Senatorial duties. 
He made the startling addition that he was 
brave enough to fight the Senator from 
South Carolina. This appearance of BLAIR 
as @ fire-eater is calculated to paralyze the 
human intellect. It is to be hoped that 
his critic will not take him seri- 
ously. Senator BLarr no doubt remem- 
bers how vopular PorTrer and BURLIN- 
GAME and other Northern members made 
themselves in old times by avowing 
a willingness to engage in mortal combat, 
and, though he doubtless regards dueling 
as both sinful and ridiculous, he would be 
prepared to lay his scruples on the altar of 
his popularity if he had any. Senator But- 
LER ought to take no notice of his chal- 
lenge. If he does, BLarr will propose to 
fight him with hay rakes at fifty paces, or 
to eat oleomargarine with him till one of 
them succumbs, or to tire him to death 
with new schemes for the benefit of man- 
kind. We are by no means insensible to 
the national benefits that might ensue from 
areal duel in which Senator BLAIR was a 
principal; but there is no chance of getting 
him into a duel of that kind. 








The new Germany of WILLIAM JI. does 
not lag in its retrogressive march toward 
the conditions and customs of the early 
HOHENZOLLERNS. It has been along time 
since European Court histury was embel- 
lished with another such a picture as that 
furnished yesterday at Wiesbaden. Queen 
NATALIE of Serviais not a familiar figure 
to the public eye, despite all that has of 
late been written about her, ror has she 
ever been, politically or individually, an 
important personage. She was an obscure 
Odessa beauty, the daughter of a Russian 
Colonel, when Prince MiLaN wedded her 
thirteen years ago, and she has been nota- 
ble since only as a Russian sympathizer in 
a country given over to Austrian influence 
and as the wife of a more or less worthless 
husband. Prince BisMarck’s police, by 
breaking into her villa at the German spa 
and forciby taking away her twelve-year- 
old son, have given her a new and romantic 
interest, none the less piquant because it is 
probably short-lived. She will doubtless 
return to Russia and oblivion, while the 
facile Holy Syned of Servia makes haste 
by a decree of divorce to smooth the way 
for MILAn’s second marriage. 








The Presidential election in Venezuela 
this year has resulted, it appears, in the 
choice of Dr. Rosas PAUL, who is a lawyer, 
and was Minister of Finance in the Cabinet 
of Gen. LoPEz, whom he succeeds. Several 
other prominent men had been spoken of as 
candidates, including Gen. JOAQUIN CREs- 
Po, a former President; Gen. Lara, and 
Gen. MaTos, the last of whom seemed for a 
time 'to have the start, since he is a brother- 
in-law of Gen. GUZMAN BLANCO. Gen. 
BLANCO is practically, no doubt, still the 
political “‘ boss” of Venezuela, although now 
absent from the republic. He resigned the 
Presidency last year for the purpose of 
going to Europe as an envoy extraordinary 
upon the settlement of the boundary dis- 
pute with England, and doubtless also for 
his awn pleasure. Under the system adopt- 
ed in Venezuela an electoral body nominates 
a candidate for President to Congress, which 
confirms or rejects him. ‘his confirmation 
doubtless occurred at the beginning of the 
present month. It was thought by many 
personsin Caracas that Matos would be 
recommended by BLANCO to the electoral 
convention; but it appears probable that 
his candidate was Dr, PauL. Gen. LOPEZ 
has been serving out the unexpired term of 
Gen. BLANCO, who can probably have the 
Presidency again two years hence, as so 
often before, if he wants it. 








WHAT SHALL BE DONE ABOUT IT? 


The magnitude of the scandal which has 
been developed by the aqueduct investiga- 
tion makes it imperative that something 
should be done in behalf of the plundered 
taxpayers of New-York. There ought to be 
amass meeting of the citizens to make an 
emphatic demand for such remedial meas- 
ures as are now possible, but nothing effect- 
ivecan be accomplished except by authority 
of the Legislature. That body meets in ex- 
traordinary session on Tuesday next for pur- 
poses not yet specified, and the time is short 
and the season notfavorable for getting 
the peeple together to give expression to 
the popular demand. If a mass meeting 
cannot be arranged in time there still ought 
to be no doubt as to the measures to be 
taken. There is no doubt as to the question 
of popular feeling and the public demand 
for the undoing of the mischief perpetrated 
by the reorganization of the Aqueduct Com- 
mission. But the Legislature can act upon 
no subject not recommended for its consid- 
eration by the Gevernor, and it depends on 
Gov. H1Lt whether it shall even have an 
opportunity to deal with this iniquity. 

“What the actual cost to the eity of the 
‘blundering and jobbery on the aqueduct is 
to be cannot now be calculated. It has 
. been shown by ths evidence that the work 
of constructing the aqueduct was divided 
into two parts and let to two favored con- 
tractors. So far as this was understood, it 
was calculated to shut off competition, but 
such bids as were made by others than the 
selected contractors were virtually ex- 
cluded. It has been shown that the exclu- 
sion of the lewest bids has made a differ- 
ence to the city of some $200,000, and 
the tranefer of sections under the 
plan of bringing those of the same 
contractor together, a plan in which the 
chief engineer says there was no substan- 
tial advantage, added at least $120,000 
. more to the cost. But in violation of law 
and of the terms of the contracts, and with 
the knowledge and connivance of the com- 
mission, nearly all the work has been sub- 
let at prices 10 per cent. below those paid 
to the contractors. The bulk of this 10 per 
cent., which must amount to more than a 
million dollars, might have been saved by a 
genuine letting under competitien. _ 

Then there have been allowances for 
extra excavation beyond what was right 
and proper, the amount of which nobody 
seoms to be able to estimate. In this, as in 





‘ 


| other engineering matters. the chief en- 


‘gineer appears to have beén overruled by 
the commission, and always in faver of the 
contractors and against the city. An un- 
defined amount of this extra excavation 
was necessitated by a failure to follow the 
tunneling with the masonry as closely as 
was required by the contracts. The chief en- 
gineer testifies that he was overruled in the 
matter of the use of rubble masonry where 
dry filling was sufficient, but thinks the 
aqueduct is made more perfect by it, and 
that the extra cost to this time is not more 
than $36,000. The reorganization added 
$20,000 a year to the administrative ex- 
penses of the commission and greatly im- 
paired the efficiency of its work. If all de- 
fects in the aqueduct are discovered and 
remedied at the expense of the contract- 
ors they may not add much tethe cost, but 
there 1s great danger that the injury from 
these defects will not be wholly repaired. 
There are other scandalous disclosures not 
yet fully developed in regard to the acqui- 
sition of the land required for the aque- 
duct and reservoirs and the allowance of 
exorbitant prices’ fer it. Suppose this to 
continue when the land for the great res- 
ervoir to be produced by building the 
Quaker Bridge Dam is paid for, whe can 
count the cost ? 

Some light has been shed on the favor 
shown to the two chief contracting firms 
and to the illegal process of sub-letting by 
the financial relations of one Commissioner 
with Contractor CLARK and those of an- 
other with Sub-Centractor Roarrs. The 
‘inefficiency of the inspecting force and the 
constant overruling of the chief engineer is 
explained by the politics that was infused 
into the management of the commission by 
the results of the deal engineered by Com- 
missioner Fish and Contractor O’BRIEN and 
their associates. This also accounts for 
much of the later favoritism shown to the 
contractors. 


Now, what is to be done about all this 
jobbery and extravagance? Is it to be al- 
lowed to continue through the completion 
of the aqueduct and the construction of 
the huge reservoir, which will cost miliions 
ot dollars, and which must be provided 
before the promised water supply can be 
afforded? One thing obviously can be 
done and ought to be done at the coming 
extra session of the Legislature. Tho 
Aqueduct Commission can be restored to 
its original composition. The displacing 
ot FisH, BARNES, and RIDGWAY, and the 
putting of Mayor Hewitt and _ Con- 
troller Myrrs in their place would 
be a reform in itself, and would give 
assurance of aremedy for the wrongs that 
have been committedso far as they are now 
remediable. Will Gov. Hit? recommend 
this? The testimony of HAMILTON FISH, Jr., 
shows clearly that the deal of 1886 was a 
Republican plot to secure political ad- 
vantage and that the plotters craftily en- 
listed the aid of Democrats through the 
self-interest of Contractor O’BRIEN, who 
happened then to be influential in the Dem- 
ocratic organization, and the ecupidity of 
W. L. MvuLiLER, who is always on the 
scent for some kind of plunder. Was 
the Governor hoodwinked into  sup- 
porting this plut of his political ene- 
mies, or did he enter into it with his eyes 
open? If the former, now that it is ex- 
posed, he ought to be eager to set himself 
right. Ifthe latter, what becomes of his 
boast that he isalways a Democrat, devot- 
ed to the interests of hisown party? Heis 
undoubtedly confronted by a dilemma, but 
it has a choice of horns. This business is 
bad for him at best, but if he will acknowl- 
edge the evil consequences of his mistaken 
actions of 1886 and do what he can to 
remedy them, his situation will be alleviat- 
ed at least. If he refuses to do this, he 
simply accepts a responsibility which can 
hardly fail to be his political destruction. 











IMPORTED POLITICS. 

Our esteemed Blaineiac contemporary was 
reasonably very angry a few days ago at 
the dense ignorance shown by the British 
press in its comments on the Republican 
Convention. The absurd British editors 
somewhere got the idea that Mr. BLAINE 
actually sought the Republican nomination. 
It is impossible to say how these British 
ignoramuses overlooked the fact that Mr. 
BLAINE, as a matter of fact, wrote not one, 
but two, long letters and sent two telegrams 
| —or three—to say that he was out of poli- 
tics, and would not accept the nomination 
if tendered, nor serve if elected. It was 
simply impossible to misunderstand such 
simple and direct language. There *was no 
excuse. even for dull British editors, to base- 
ly charge that an honorable statesman 
could possibly palter with his words in a 
double sense. Inspired by this irritating 
ignorance, our esteemed contemporary pub- 
lished an amusing article designed to show 
how little people who ought to be well in- 
formed really know about American affairs. 
Here is an extract showing how frivolous 
are British comments on American affairs: 
From London Universe, Quoted in Tribune June 29. 

“On the Republican ticket 1s Prof. MORTON 
of Alaska, but at present living in Florida, 
though it is said that he claims to be a resi- 
dout of tho groat agricultural State of Philadel- 
phia. On the Democratic ticket is Dr. THUR- 
MAN, a distinguished Italian, born near Rome 
in the early part of 1783. Heat present con- 
ducts a gymnasium in the city of Kentucky, and 


has a large personal following, who refer to him 
affectionately as the Old Roman.” 

This is funny, of course, in itself, but in 
order to be fully appreciated it should be 
contrasted with the following: 

From Tribune, July 8. 

“The President brands it asa deception to call 
himatree trader. The [{London! Laily News 
says, pevertheless, ‘the conflict is between free 
trade and protection, and nothing else,’ ” 


Of course, this further exposition of Brit- 
ish ignorance of American politics is amus- 
ing, but some will find funnier yet the gra- 
tuitous exhibition of itself by our esteemed 
contemporary. Does our Blaineiac friend 
really think thAt intclligent Americans im- 
port their ideas of home politics? Is there 
ene voter-—-Blaine dynamite Irishmen ex- 
copted—who cares two straws whether the 
British or the Mongolian press tells the 
truth about BLAINE or lies about CLEVE- 
LAND? Wo take it that voters will resent: 
this citation of foreign views variously 
and somewhat in proportion te their intel- 
ligence. If thty be very simple they will 
perhaps accept what foreigners say as gospel 
truth, or, perhaps, they will reject foreign 
advice, even though it be good, and situply 








because it is foreign, Perhaps they will 
‘copper’ the point just as the trustful 
brokers do when leaders of the Street grow 
suspiciously confidential. In general, how- 
ever, voters who think will probably regard 
these comments of ‘‘abroad” with amused 
attention, and will then act precisely ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own intelli- 
gence, and with never a thought as to 
whether foreigners are wise or foolish. 

A dispassionate view of this subject is 
simply this, the tax on foreign trade was 
not levied to spite any foreign nation, and 
will not be removed to please any. Protec- 
tion was not the motive of levying the ex- 
cessive rate of tax any more than free trade 
is the motive of its reduction to a reasona- 
bly protective basis. When we were spend- 
ing a million a day for war purposes it be- 
came necessary to raise money instantly. 
One way was to charge a fee for the privi- 
lege of trading with foreign nations. It 
made the goods dearer to consumers, but 
nobody cared for that nor paid special at- 
tention to the effect om home manufactures. 
The idea of prohibiting foreign trade as a 
measure of “ protection’ was never con- 
ceived until the Democrats discovered that 
the reason for interfering with the normal 
course of trade had disappeared. Upon the 
theory that nobody trades with anybody, 
if left free to trade as he chooses, unless he 
profits by it, the Demecrats proposed to 
lessen the tax on foreign trade and, to that 
extent, to restore to merchants the privilege 
of buying where they pleased. That could 
not harm the merchants, because they need 
not trade unless they pleased. It could 
not harm their customers, for the 
only possible effect would be to lessen 
prices. It could not harm the Government, 
because it was suffering from too much 
money. Anditcould not harm the work- 
men unless the tax were reduced below the 
protective point. The average ad valorem 
tax en imports for several years before the 
war ranged below 20 per cent., and in 1887 
was over 47 per cent. The Republican 
Tariff Commission reported that this was 
excessive by about 20 per cent. or 
more. The Democrats were not so ex- 
travagant as this, however, but proposed 
to lower the average duty by 7 per cent. 
only to about 40 per cent., leaving it 
double the ante-war protective standard. 
This, the Tribune tells us, on British author- 
ity, is free trade. Americans will judge 
whether or not it is free trade, and whether 
or not it is good for them. We believe they 
can dispense with foreign assistance of any 
sort in reaching a decision upon their own 
affairs, and we think the idea that Ameri- 
cans will adopt foreign ideas because they 
are foreign is as ridiculous as the idea that 
they will deliberately act from spite cr 
against their own interest. There are those 
whom free trade frightens less than free 
whisky, and who would prefer an inunda- 
tion of cheap coats and blankets and lum- 
ber to a tidal wave, a “ Mississippi River,” 
of rum. Cah the Tribune oblige us with 
any British comments on this comparison ? 








TOO SMALL TO BE NOTICED. 

The latest plea set up on the Republican 
side of the Senate against the President’s 
vetoes of certain private pension bills is 
that the sum of money involved isonly a 
few thousand dollars—a sum so small that 
neither the President nor Congress should 
stoop to inquire about it. On the 9th inst. 
Mr. STEWART of Nevada told the Senate 
that the bills vetoed by the President called 
for an expenditure of about $24,000 a year. 
Continuing, he said: 

“That is about the expense that would be in- 
volved if they had all passed. Now, admitting 
that they are all wrong, that they eught not to 
have passed, that the committees of the two 
heuses are remiss in their duty, that they are 
negligent and their conduct reprehensible, and 
that the two houses are inattentive to the re- 
sponsibilities which are devolved upon them— 
admitting all that, is the emergeney so great, 
the necessity so great, to save from a few poor 
people the sum of $20,000 or $30,000 a year 
suilicient to warrant the Executive in assuming 
to act as a legislator upon every measure that 
is presented to him?” 

In the course of his remarks the Senator 
made this plea again and again. ‘‘ The 
pittance is so small,” said he; ‘‘ the expense 
to the Government so trifling.” If the bills 
had become laws the payments for ten 
years (which may be a fair estimate of the 
average period) would have amounted to 
$240,000. To the mind of Mr. STEWART 
this would have been a “trifling expense” 
—a sum so petty that no Representative of 
the people ought to ask any questions about 
it. In reply Mr. VEST said: 

“The novel proposition that the amount of 
money involved in any bill limits and construes 
the duty of the Executive is so monstrous that 
to my mind it does not bear even a simple state- 
ment.” 

But no one on the Republican side of the 
Senate ventured to question the soundness 
of Senator STEWART’S argument. The plea 
secined to be accepted and approved. The 
representative of two or three silver 
mines and a‘tnere handful of people was 
permitted to commit his associates of the 
majority to the support of the proposition 
that even if Congress votes away $240,000 
of the public money in bills that “are all 
wrong,” the sum is so small and “ trifling” 
that it does not deserve the attention of the 
President. 

Here we have striking proof of the de- 
parture of the Republican majority in the 
Senate from those principles and doctrines 
which are held by the plain people of this 
country. It should be bornesin mind that 
the merits of the several pension bills were 
not involved in the discussion to which we 
refer. Mr. STEWART admitted, for the sake 
of argument, that the bills were ‘‘all 
wrong,” that they ought not to have been 
passed, that with respect to all of them the 
two houses had been “negligent” and 
“their conduct reprehensible.” He 
contended only that the sum of 
meney. thrown away or wrongful- 
ly appropriated owas too small to 
call for any inquiry. .A vast majority of 
the people of the United States, and a ma- 
jority of the voters of the Republican 
Party, would without a minute’s hesitation 
repudiate sich a doctrine as this. Even the 
Senate millionaires will not put it in 
practice with respect to their own private 
fortunes and. business, although thoy may 
apply it to the expenditure of money taken 
into the public Treasury by burdepsome 


taxation, The masses of tho people are 


penditnres, and they ask that a wise and 
careful economy shall be observed by Con- 
gress. Dothe Republicans of the Senate 
think that the party can win any votes in 
this campaign on this platform made by 
Senator STEWART and not opposed by his 
party associates who heard what he said?

THE BOULANGER DUEL. 

It is to be hoped, and also to be believed, 
that the duel with M. FLoqust insures the 
disappearance of Gen. BOULANGER from 
French politics. For some time it has been 
growing plainer that his support came 
chiefly from Frenchmen who adhered to one 
or.the other of the monarchical pretenders 
who are formidable only in opposition, since 
their strength is in union alone, and they 
cannot be united except in hostility to the 
republic. This fact has at last become 
evident to the Parisian populace, and 
Gen. BOULANGER has experienced the 
fickleness of the mob within a briefer 
period than usually suffices to complete the 
orbit of a political adventurer of his class. 
Six months ago he was in’ fact, as M. 
FERRY had described him, the idol of the 
music halls. When he left the Chamber of 
Deputies on Monday, after fastening a per- 
sonal quarrel on the Prime Minister and 
resigning to escape censure, the waiting 
crowd hooted him and proposed to duck 
him. The Radical press seems also to be 
deserting him and leaving him to the sup- 
port of the organ of the Bonapartists and 
the Legitimists and the Roman Catholics. 

This; change of popular feeling gives 
what seems to be the final explosion of 
BOULANGER its only serious significance. 
Undoubtedly there is a very large party in 
France with which a desire for revenge 
upon Germany is the strongest political 
motive, and its members would cheerfully 
acquiesce in conferring a dictatorship upon 
any soldier who seemed likely to achieve 
this revenge. But when these ardent 
patriots discovered that they and their 
hero and their ‘*boom” were used by the 
enemies of the republic to carry  for- 
ward their own designs it seems that 
their enthusiasm has cooled. They do not 
favor monarchy because they hate Ger- 
many. M. FLOQUET made.a very neat and 
effective use, in his retort upon BOULANGER, 
of the fact that his sole support came from 
the Right, and that his supporters were 
enemies of the republic. It is possible that 
Gen. BOULANGER went to the Chamber with 
the intention of personally insulting the 
Premier, but he was none thé less infuriated 
by the skill with which his tactics were ex- 
posed. 

The result of the duel itself must also be 
injurious to him. A soldier who aspires to 
a dictatorship cannot afford to be worsted 
in a combat with a civilian, especially a 
fire-eater like Gen. BOULANGER, who has 
deliberately fastened a quarrel upon a mild 
old Parliamentarian. Accidents will occur 
in the best-regulated French duels, and if 
pistols had been the weapons the fact that 
the soldier was hit might have been attrib- 
uted to one of these. But the duel was 
fought with the soldier’s weapon, and the 
reports declare that the soldier did 
his utmost to kill the civilian, and 
he was disabled simply because he 
was not so good a swordsman as his an- 
tagonist. This showing is likely seriously 
to impair whatever popularity of the music 
hall variety Gen. BOULANGER has left. If 
he appeals for a re-election to the Chamber 
he may obtain it, but it is not in the least 
to be expected that he will come in with 
anything like the tremendous vote he at- 
tracted before, and any considerable 
falling off will deprive him of all 
weight or influence. By insubordination 
he cut himself eff from all chance 
of a military career, unless he could 
bring about a revolution, and he has volun- 
tarily broken off his civil career, though it 
was scarcely possible that he could so re- 
sume it as to improve his position. If his 
last performance takes him out of public 
life altogether his retirement will be a good 
thing for the reasonableness and sobriety of 
French politics. 














GUNS AND FORTS. 

The prospect of a very large appropriation 
for coast and harbor defense during the 
present session of Congress is not brilliant. 
The difficulty does not liein lack of funds, 
and there is apparently no, drawback 
from a misplaced frugality of the House 
Appropriations Committee, since that body 
favors setting aside $36,000,000 for the 
purpose. While this sum is considerably 
less than the $126,377,800 which the Sen- 
ate bill of Mr. DoLPH calls for, -yet itis 
more than could be expended for several 
years, and is very far from being niggardly. 

The true obstacle, and one even more seri- 
ous than a question of amount would be, is 
a controversy as to the way in which the 
heavy guns. required for the forts shall be 
supplied. All projects originating in the 
Senate—whether Mr. DoLrn’s sweeping 
measure or Gen. HAWLEY’S less ambitious 
one of about $6,500,000—contemplate a 
simple extension to larger calibres of the 
system now adopted by both the army and 
the navy for smaller calibres, namely, the 
purchase of rough-bored, rough-turned, and 
tempered forged steel, in forms suitable for 
heavy ordnance, while the tinishing and as- 
sembling of the parts and the completion of 
the guns is to be the work of the Govern- 
ment factory. On the other hand, the Forti- 
fication bill prepared by the House sub- 
committee is based on the theory of buying 
completed guns of private manufacturers, 
provided they pass certain tests, and with- 
out any intervention of the Government 
either to prescribe the mode of construction 
or to finish the guns. 


Arguments can be adduced for each of 
these plans, and each in fact has been in 
operation for years among leading nations, 
The guns of Krupr and ARMSTRONG are 
famous the world over, and are supplied 
complete to whoever will buy them at the 
price asked, The entire manufacture of 
guns in Government establishments also has 
its exemplars, as at Woolwich; but oxperi- 
ence is all against that system, according to 
the current opinion of this country, and it 
is practically out of the question here. The 
Gun Foundry Board, citing France before 
‘the Franco-German war as an example of 
: depending oh Government works alone, re- 
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forced to be economical in their own ex- 





ported that there “th. officers charged with 


the work formed a close corporation; their 
action wag,never exposed to the public, 
their ideas were never subjected to 
criticism, the ingenuity and inventive 
talent of the country were ignored and re- 
sisted, and no precaution was thought 
necessary to provide a supply in case of 
need. A great crisis came, the Government 
works were inadequate to meet the addi- 
tional demands made upon them, and the 
patriotic efforts of private establishments 
were inadequate to produce all the material 
that was needed.” France accordingly 
altered her system into one of depending on 
private industries for all foundry work, 
and having Government works only for 
machining the parts of the guns and putting 
them together. This is the system at pres- 
ent in vogue also in the United States. 

There seems to be no objection, however, 
to getting advantage just now of both sys- 
tems, and it chances that the opportunity of 
doing so is afforded under legislatien already 
pending. Itis an established fact that the 
navy gun factory at Washington has al- 
ready turned out very ‘useful modern high- 
power guns of six, eight, and ten inch 
ealibres—the two former in considerable 
numbers—and thatit is capable of turning 
out twelve-inch guns, the rough material in 
all cases being furnished by private indus- 
try. The army gun factory at Watervliet 
has also turned out smaller calibres of 
heavy guns, and with a better outfit can 
produce with reasonable rapidity ten-inch 
and twelve-inch guns. Some such mod- 
erate provision as Gen. HawLry pre- 
pared for the Army Appropriation bill 
in the Senate would enable the Water- 
vliet factory to go on providing these guns, 
and meanwhile the plan of the House Forti- 
fication bill could also be tried. The Haw- 
ley amendment is substantially the one 
known in the House as the Cutcheon bill, 
based on the plans of Gen. BENET, Chief of 
Ordnance, and it there received the unani- 
mous approval of the House Military Com- 
mittee. 

If, in addition, under the provisions of 
the House Fortification bill, or any modifi- 
cation of it, private gunmakers can produce 
guns complete at a satisfactory price that 
pass the Government test, so much the bet- 
ter. When we note that the Fortifications 
Board found that the forts alone need no 
fewer than 108 eight-inch guns, 222 ten- 
inch, and 203 twelve-inch, it will be seen 
that there is work enough ahead for both 
Government factories and private contract- 
ors for many years to come. 











The annual rifle contest at Wimbledon, 
which began this week, probably does not 
attract quite as much attention in this 
country now as a few years ago. Itis grad- 
ually becoming an older story; and thus, 
perhaps, enthusiasm over such events is 
waning a little here, although the solid 
work of rifle practice is still sedulously kept 
up in the militia as well as in the regular 
forces. An influence in diminishing special 
American interest in what is going on at 
Wimbledon is the giving upof interna- 
tional rifle contests. In former years the 
crack shots on the British range were also 
those who were accustomed to be pitted 
against our own long-range marksmen and 
our National Guard teams. Perhaps these 
contests may one day be revived, although 
there was perhaps never less prospect of it 
than now. Meanwhile Wimbledon con- 
tinues to perform its service and to distrib- 
ute annually its great array of prizes for 
skill in marksmanship. The number and the 
aggregate value of these rewards are indeed 
remarkable, ard so long as they continue we 
cannot doubt that the picked riflemen of 
the British Isles and of Canada will throng 
to the July meeting. That these competi- 
tions and the preliminary practice required 
have been of inestimable benefit to the de- 
fensive strength of Great Britain cannot be 
denied. 


The United States Trust Company of 
New-York has become the Trustee of the fund 
raised some years ago by private subseription 
for the benetit of Gen. GRANT, the moneys con- 
stituting the fund having been paid over to that 
company yesterday by Mr. GEORGE JONES, for- 
mer Treasurer of the fund, and the Exeouters 


of OLIVER Hoyt. This aetion was taken in pur- 
suance of the wish of the subscribers to the fund 
expressed at a meeting held at the office ef Mr. 
OLIVER HoyT on Oct. 22, 1885, two months 
after the death of Gen. Garant. This meeting 
was called by the Treasurer “ to provide for the 
ultimate disposition of the fund,” and a majori- 
ty of the subscribers being represented in per- 
son or by proxy the following resolutions were 
without dissent adopted: 

Resolved, First—That the fund be placed in the 
hands of Trustees to pay the income to Mrs. GRANT 
during her iife, and after her decease to the children 
ot Gen. GRANT during their respective lives, and on 
their decease, respectively, that the fund be distrib- 
uted to their descendants per stirpes and not per 
capita, 

Second—That a committee of two be appointed to 
prepare the trust deed and to submit the terms of 
the: same to the donors at a future meeting to be 
called. 

Third—That the United States Trust Company be 
appointed as Trustees, and that on the transfer of 
the funds now in the hands of Messrs. JONES and 
Hoyt they be discharged from all further responsi- 
bility and liability. 

Fourth—That Judge NOAH DAVIS and HENRY Day 
be appointed as the committee to prepare the trust 
deed.

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TEACHING OTHERS T0 TALK 


GRAHAM MADAMS ADDRESS 
TO THE REKORM CLUB, 

AE SHOWS ITS MEMEBERS HOW TO ILLUS- 
TRATE THE FALLACIES OF “ pRO- 
TECTION” TO THEIR AUDIENCES. 

Graham McAdam talked to the Reform 
Club last night for nearly an hour about “how 
to talk to other persons about the tariff.” There 
were fully 150 gentlemen present who expect 
to do more or loss stunip speaking during the 
present campaiga, and they followed Mr. Mo- 
Adam with much interest. When he concluaed 
United States District Attorney Mark D. Wilber 
of K:ngs County made a supplemental address, 
and then Mr. McAdam joined in the discussion 
of the various points made by him, but only so 
far as to answer any inquiries concerning the 
issue of the campaign. Mr. McAdam in his ad- 
flress said in part: 

“As the result of many talks with skilled 
artisans I have found that there is a method 
to place this question of the tariff before the 
minds of workingmen which does not allow 
evasion. The first thing which interests work- 
ingmen is the statement by protectionists that 
the present tariff is necessary to enable com- 
petition with foreign laborers and manufact- 
urers, andit is unjustly assumed that unless 
there is such a tariff the American workingman 
will be placed on the same plane as the Eagliish 
laborer or, at worst, with the East Indian 
or the Chinaman. The first step, therefore, 
is to rid your hearer’s mind of the quves- 
tion of wages. What are the elements of 
competition? The first should be materials, 


These may be divided into metala, fibres, and 
wood. ‘The first of these may be separated 
again into irun, led, nickel, aud tin; the second 
into wool, cotton, and fiax; the third requires 
no explanation, for our supply .exceeds all 
preseut demints. Another of the elements of 
competition is power, which is derived from 
coal, water, and wind; a third is capital, and the 
fourth wages, which consists of food, clothing, 
aod sheiter. No manever received more than 
these fur wages. These thinga tabulated upon 
a blackboard furnish the best exem)litication to 
your audience. It gives them a picture which 
they rarely fail to remember. Now comes the 
question as to what the tariff does to enable 
us to compete. It sticks duty at once upon all 
of these materials. They are taxed about like 
this: Iron from 40 to 50 per cent., lead from 
50 to 60, nickel about 45, and tin free. Here’s 

our chance. I illustrate why tin is free. 

ecauses we haven’t got it anywhere as yet. But 
there has been some little talk aboutit being 
found in North Carolina and Maine, and ee 
npon it that as soon as itis brought to sunlight 
fellows will goto Washigton and get it taxed. 
That is what tariffis for. itis to enable John 
Smith to make more money out of his particular 
little interest. 

“Now come down to wood, The duty on that 
is from 10 to 30 per cent.; coal, 24 to 43 per 
cent., water they can’t tax and wind they have 
got to let go free.. Here we are then at the 
fourth of the elements of competition. The 
tariff increases the costs of food, clothing, and 
sholter. @The. tariff, therefore, as it is now ar- 
ranged, begins at the wrong end. Tax materials 
when they are free, but only when they have 
passed through the various stages of manufact- 
ure. The tariff is alleged to encourage home 
industries. What do we wish to encourage? 
Not wood, for the mev who are benefited thore 
are fot the laborers, butthe owners. Wool: 
What American workingman is_ benefited 
by the tax on woolt And s0 on with the 
list through coal andiron. Take a diagram set- 
ting forth this little problem, such as I have tried 
to give you, and piace it before the workingmen, 
and they will appreciate and understand it. 
New-York laboring men are now in a different 
position than they were four years ago. Since 
then a man whom I respect—but with whom I 
canbpot agree—has come before them and cen- 
verted them from being sentimental protectien- 
ests to sentimental free traders. refer to 
Henry George. You can’t stampede an audi- 
nee of workingmen as you once could with the 
ry of “free trade.” They have acquired knowl- 
dge and enjoy the possession. 

**Anothar way In which I sometimes bring 
this subjec;of the tariff clearly forward is in this 
manner: Land, labor, capital, and managements 
are recognized as the chief elements in the pro- 
duction of wealth. The great question of to-day 
is one of product, and if you go before an au- 
dience of laboring men and tell them that the 
interests of labor and capital are eommon they 
would call you aliar orafool. And rightiy so. 
They are after a division of the product. I put 
it this way: Land takes rent, labor takes wages, 
capital takes interests, aud management carries 
off the profit. So the whole thing resolves in a 
division of the product. Just here I do what my 
friends call the umbrella trick to illustrate the 
dispute between labor and capital. Hold the 
cane orumbrella one-third the way to the handle. 
The smaller division represents laber; the 
larger capital, for you can always depend upon 
it capital always has the larger share. Now, 
there are only two ways of changing the rela- 
tions of these two. One must either diminish 
capital or lengthen, the stick. The firat thing 
tariff does is to prévent the importation from 
the abuadance, of other nations, and thus at 
once the stick becomes smalier. Free trade 
would admit this ab ndance and the stick will 
lengthen and the proper balance between labor 
and capital will be reached. What is called 
cheap labor is not the thing to be feared. Com- 

etition comes when the workmanship is excel- 
ae Now, take the protection mind as it is 
built. In France, a protection country, they 
argue differently than we do. Their wages are 
lower than in England, but the French work- 
ingman declares this is due to the fact that 
their work is not so good as that of the English- 
man. See how our arguments compare with 
this.

Thus, taking Germany 48 the par,one might 
naturaily ask this question: While one operative 
in that country is working up 100 pounds of 
raw material, others iu England and this coun- 
try are-working up 243 and 363 respectively, 
are not the latter deserving of relatively better 
pay? Free trade would not interfere with this 
production. These figures are based upon an 
actual canvas of the facts. Again, take the 
tigures in the last census concerning the proauc- 
tion of silk in this country. It is given as 
$34,410,463. The protective tariff is 50qper 
cent. Therefore we pay atribute of $11,000,- 
000 to increase American workingmen’s wages. 
But the same census shows us that only $9,000,- 
000 is paid in wages, allowing $2,000,000 addi- 
tienal to go into the indigent manufacturers’ 
pockets. k

THE REPUBLICANS AT WORK, 


WHAT THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE DID, 


YESTERDAY. 

The Executive Committee of the Repub- 
ean National Committee held another meeting 
yesterday, at which all the members except 
Chairman Quay were present. Information was 
received by Chairman pro tem. Clarkson that 
Senator Quay was on a fishing trip in the neigh- 


borhood of Atlantic City, N. J., and would not 


be able to come to New-York for some days yet, 

The managing Republicans were troubled dur- 
ing the session with a visit from delegates rop- 
resenting an organization styled the Anti- 
Cleveland Irish Protective League. John Devoy 
headed the delegation, which consisted of him- 
self and a Dr. William Carroll of Philadelphia. 
“They all want 
money,” muttered a member of the Executive 
Committee wher he heard the request. Devoy 
and Carroll, however, were given but slender 
encourgement. They were told to come ina later. 

The committee named Mr. Clarkson, Mr. New, 
Mr. Fessenden of Connecticut, Mr. Dudley of 


Indiana, and Mr. Fassett of New-York a com- 
mittee to take charge of the Campaizn wher the 
other members of the Executive Committee are 
absent from the city. Messra, Evatts of Minne- 
sota, Mellette of Dakota, and Warrén of ;Mon- 
tana were given charge of the campaign in 
Minnesota and in the Territories, except those 
on the Pacitic coast. The campaign in the Pa- 
cific States and Territories will be taken care of 
by Messrs. De Young of California, Williams of 
Nevada, Bourne of Oregon, and Christ of Ari- 
zona. Edmund M. Smith of Coloradec and J. 8. 
Worvell of Washington were ap rome as addi- 
— Sergeants-at-Arms to the Exevutive Com- 
mittee. 

The Republicans have not yet secured head- 
quarters for the campaign. They have under 
consideration half a dozen places, including a 
place at Broadway sand Twenty-seventh-street 
and at 437 and 439 Fifth-avenue. Several 
membera of the committee believe that Chair- 
man Quay shoulda becousulted before a selec- 
tion is made, but it ia probable that if a suitable 
house is seen it will be taken at once, whether 
the Chairman is here or not. 

The delegates from other States to the confer- 
ence of the Republican League nearly all left 
the city astevening. They went home weary 
and sick at heart. Many of them had to borrow 
money to get home, for the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Republican National Committee 
wouldn’t give them any money to usein their 
home localities. Infact, the leaguers were sat 
down upon in the roughest manner, and they 
hadn’t quite gotten over the blow when they 
left town last evening. President Foster is 
blamed for most of the trouble into which the 
league has embroiled itself, and an effort may 
yet be made to get him to resign as President of 
the National ague. The National Committee 
will not help the league financially, and it is 
thought that this policy may freeze President 
Foater out. 

The Executive Committee was occupied near- 
ly all of last evening in devising means to get 
money for campaign purposes. Sub-committees 
were appointed to look after manufacturers and 
other men and to try to get money from them. 
So far only $175 has been paid in by the mem- 
bers of the National Committee.

ARTICLE I, Ali firms or companies formed outside 
of Colombia, and which carry on a permanent Lusi- 
ness Within its territory, shall register their deeds 
of partvership or charters in the notary’s office of 
the district where they intend doing business. 

ARTICLE II, Such companies or firms will not be 
considered to have beeu legally established, nor 
will they be able to claim the protection of the law 
if they have not P tngh-a vaya been duly legalized by 
the k:xecutive. For this reason those companies or 
firms will be considered to have been dissolved 
which, up to the present date, have not been legal- 
ized in the manner herein provided, or do not ob- 
Vain such legalization within six months from date. 

ARTICLE I[I. All firms and companies shail have 
a auiy legalized representative with a fixed place of 
abode. 

ARTICLE IV. Should any company not appointa 
representative then the President of the republic 
willappoint some one to represent. the company, 
and such nominee will enjoy the rights and privi- 
leges appertaining to the position when filled by 
any one y hao by the firm or company. 

ARTICLE V. The present law in no way affects the 
Panaina Interoceanic Canal Company, which will 
continue to be ruled solely by the existing teaties 
and contracts, 

On Juno 30 Sefior Camaio, the retiring Presi- 
dent of Ecuador, formally handed over the office 
to the Vice-President, whe immediately after- 
ward issued a decree appointing as members of 
his Cabinet the same gentlemen who held office 
under his predecessor. Decrees have also been 
issued by the Executixe declaring that all em- 
ployes under the former adwinistration will be 
retained and that no changes will be made in 
any of the Governmental departments. 

A correspondent writes as follows from Tru- 
jillo, Peru, under date of June 6: 

“On the 3d inst. the notorious curate of Bamba- 
marca anid 14 of his accomplices in the atrocious and

The Uchenta y Cinco is the name of a paper 
which is now being published-in Santa Ana, 
Salvador, and which is a strong advocate of the 
formation of the Centrai American Confedera- 
tion. ‘ 

A scientific commission was recently sent 
from Salvador to examine the ruins at Copau, in 
Honduras, and which are among the most re- 
markable in Spanish America. The members of 
the commission have now returned to Salvador 
and are preparing areportof their labors and 
discoveries. 





A NEW PAIR OF HOOFS. 


INTERESTING OPERATION ON A VALUA- 
BLE TROTTING HORSE. > 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., July 13.—Horsemen 
will be interested in learning that J. H. Gold- 
smith’s famous young stallion Domestic has 
just been shod.for the first time since the hoofs 
were removed from his fore feet, in November 
last, in consequence of the diseased condition of 
those members. Domestic is by Volunteer, 
grandsire Old Hambletonian; his dam, Godiva, 
was by Godfrey’s Patchen, sire of Hopewell and 
other good ones. Before he met with the mis- 
fortune alluded to Domesiic had made a recora 
of 2:20% as a 6-year-old, and was valued by his 
owner at $20,000. At the Detroit races, Aug. 


21-24, 1887, he figured in a hot trotting 
contest prolonged through seven heats, and 
in some way took a cold, which developed into 
laminitis, or acute inflammation of the laminwe 
of thefore feet. Suppuration afterward set in, 
and the veterinary surgeon who attended the 
horse decided to resort to the novel and delicate 
surgical operation of removing the hoofs with 
the knife. Usually in cases of the kind the old 
hoof is permitted to slough off or to be pushed 
off by the new growth of horn, but this treat- 
mentinvolves danger of deformity or perma- 
nent lameness, or both. The operation was per- 
formed, and for six weeks afterward. Domestic 
lay helpless in his stall with his feer tied in cot- 
ton, submitting with wonderful intelligence and 
patienee to the care of the attendants, who 
rolled him about as the necessities of his case 
required. 

By January last new and thin, but shapely, 
hoofs had grown over the exposed lamine, and 
the horse was able to get upon his feet again. 
He was carefully brought back to his owner’s 
farm, near Washingtonville, this county, where 
he has since remained. The new hvofs have 
now grown apparently strong and perfect, but 
the process of shoeing developed signs of ab- 
normal tenderness of the feet. 

Whether the horse will ever be able to rean- 
pear in his old place among the champions of 
the trotting track is still an open and interest- 
ing question which enly the’course of time can 
solve. His owner weuld most reluctantly con- 
signthe gamy and promising young champion 
to the comparative obscurity of the stud.

Vreeland of Cattaraugus, their 
counsel, and Miss Emma Hoag, their stenogra- 
pher. The witnesses whom the vommittee de- 
sired to examine in reference to the Ogden Land 
Company’s claim could not be found yesterday, 
but Charles E. Appleby, Trusteeof the company, 
agreed to be present at 11 o’clock this morning 
to give the committee any information he pos- 
sessed which it might desire. 

It is said that the investigation of the reserva- 
tions in the western part of the State has re- 
vealed a startling condition of paganism and 
licentiousness among the Indians, and that the 
report of the committee is likely to create some- 
thing of a sensation.

NAVAL CADETS ON TRIAL FOR HAZ- 
ING. 

Annapouis, Md,, July 13.—The naval 
court-martial to try the naval! cadets for hazing 
assembled at the Naval Acadomy to-day, Com- 
mander C, D, Sigsbee is President of the board,

The accused sat to the 
right of the court at a side table with his coun- 
se] and adviser, Lieut. J. B. Brigga. 

The first case called was that of Naval Cadet 
G, H. Sheppard of the Third Class. He is 


charged with hazing Naval Cadet W. W. Sparks 
of the Fourth Claas. 
Cadet Sparks told the rollowing story: 


“Thad an interview with Naval Cadet Sheppard 
about 6:15 o’clock on the evening of June’19 on the 
Constellation. We went forward, and he asked me 
to perform the jackass trick. ‘They said I did not 
bray right. 1 heard a voice that sounded like Mr. 
Sheppard’s telling me to change my voice. In the 
jackass trick you put your thumbs in your ears, 
wag your ears, and bray likoa jackass. It was un- 
derstood that if I did not do what was told me I had 
to fight. I performed the jackass trick by the influ- 
ence exerted over me by the accused.” 

Master-at-Arms William Rohde testified that on 
June 19 he saw Mr. Sparks standing up forward and 
Mr. Sheppard drilling him by making him put his 
thumbs «at his ears, wagging his ears, and making 
him bray. Iam sure Mr,Sheppard gave the orders. 
There were abbut six looking at the drill. I heard 
Mr. Sheppami say, “* Bray.” 

Navul Cadet Kichard S. Douglas of the Fourth 
Class testified that he was in Gardiner’s Bay on 
June 2lanid sat on Mr. Sheppard's back while he 
waa lying down on the berth deck reading. “I spoke 
to him for the first time in my life. He told me to 
wait till he finished reading the chapter and that he 
would make me stand on my head. He told me to 
take the deck. I did not understand what it meant. 
He told me to goto the bathroom and stand on my 
heal, which I did. He went partof the way with 
me.

MANETI AND SUOCRATES. 


THE CHANCELLOR OF A_ UNIVERSITY 
ON TRIAL. 

OmaHa, Neb., July 13.—The State Uni- 
versity of Nebraska is just now Involved ina 
most unsavory and somewhat sensational scan- 
dal. A long list of oharges preferred against 
Chancellor Manett by members of the Faculty, 
graduates, and astudent&, have called the 
Regents to Lincoln, where the university is 
situated, and an investigation is in progress. 

These charges allege that the Chancellor has 
personally and openly attempted to extend the 


rerogatives of his office to the detriment of the 

‘aculty as a body; that he has usurped all priv- 
lleges pertaining to appointments, directiy in 
violation of the law and in support of his ad- 
ministration ‘As against the Faculty; that his 
ungovernable temper has Jed him into undigni- 
tied and unmanly corduct, as he en one occasion 
left the chuir ata Faculty meeting and then 
left the room in a passion; that his conduct 
toward the students has been such for the last 
three years as to renderthem almost unani- 
mously hostile to his administration; that when 
applied to by a student to be excused 
from military drill, on the excuse that such 
student was compelled to work mornings and 
evenings to pay his expenses, he sarcastically 
Buegested that he go home and earn some money 
béfore attempting to go to school; that he has 
wade at Faculty meetings unprovoked assaults 
upon the professional character and standing of 
Professors before their associates when such 
character and standing was not under consider- 
ation by the Faculty. 

The Chancellor appeared, and when called 
read his answer to the charges before the Com- 
mittee of the Aluinnt. He began by comparing 
his position to that of Socrates, with whose 
apology he said he was more familiar than with 
Chitty’s pleadings. This would account for any 
formal irregularity in his answer whicn he had 


. been compelled to prepare himself, as his coun- 


sel had not found time. He spoke sarcastically 
of the “so-called charges of the so-called 
Alumni,” and denied each and every charge 
made by them. The work of examining wit- 
nesses is now going on, and the indications are 
at presant very strongly in favor of Manett’s 
unpopularity being sufficiently widespread to 
cause his removal. 





RACK-RENTING NOT ALLOWED. 

SPRINGFIELD, II1., July 13.—It is learned 
that landlord Scully is about to sell his Illinois 
holdings. Heowns 4,000 acres in Sangamon, 
15,000 acres in Logan, and 1,000 acresin Mo- 
Lean and other counties, in,which he has for 
several years carried on the Irish rack-renting 
system. Last year two bills were introduced in 


the Legislature looking to the extirpation of 
alien Soully’s system. The measures passed 
after a hard fight and were at once approved by 
the Governor. Under the provisions of these 
acts alien iand owners were bound to dispose of 
their realty within six years, under penalty of 
forfeiture, unless in the meantime they became 
citizens of the United States. Scully’s American 
representative is now preparing to sell all the 
jand owned by him in [llinois. It comprises 
some of the richest farming landin the State. 
Scully also has enormous tractsof lands in 
Nebraska and Kansas, where the same system 
of rack-renting is pursued. 





A OONSUL’S NARROW ESOAPE. 

NEW-BEDFORD, Mass., July 13.—New- 
Zealand letters report that George F. Stewart, 
United States Consular Agent at New-Britain, 
had had a narrow escape. He was ealled to 
arbitrate between two of the native tribes who 
were at war, and he and his party were treach- 
erously attacked, and escaped by running 
through tall gras8 and brush. Only a few of 
the party were armed. Their ammunition gave 
out, andif the natives had found it out proba- 
bly all would have been killed. He came to 
New-Zealand and returned with a large party, 
with which he attacked the offending village, 
killing several men, including the treacherous 
chief, and wounding many others.

PANAMA, July 5.—In all 1,405 persons on 
the isthmus subscribed for canal lottery bonds. 
These took 3,727 bonds of the value of 1,341,- 
720f. There is considerable disappoint- 
ment that tne loan fellso far short of being a 
success. Owing principally to avery enticing 
article in the Herald on the lottery, explaining 
its advantages, the inference was widely drawn 
that such opportunities as the scheme offered 
would guarantee the selling of every bond. 


Here is the article in question, which was sug- 
gested by.a letter propounding the questions 
answered: 

**First Question—Is the purchaser of a bond 
after winning a prize entitled to a share inthe 
eaual?’ Answer—No. When a bond has been 
drawn it is canceled and forfeits all rights as 
well to the interest as to any wore prizes, 

“Second Question—Or is he simply a bond- 
holder drawing an annual interest of 15f. on his 
360f. for 99 years?

“The bonds therefore are issued to the public 
at 360f., and will be at 400f. at the minimum, 
with the exception of those bonds which may be 
drawn tirst at every drawing, and which entitles 
the holders to the above prizes. After 99 years, 
ali tho bonds having been redeemed, the draw- 
ings and interest will naturally cease. 

‘““We may add that the calculation which 
serves as the basis for this redemption forma 
what is called ‘tableau d@’amortissement,’ 
which is settled once and fora)l time, and math- 
ematically assures the repayment of the loan 
within the term of 99 years. Every bondhola- 
er’s liability amounts to 360f. per bond, and 
nothing cau be claimed from him above that 
amount. The bonds will be made payable to 
bearer and will be readily negotiable. 

‘“‘Under such conditions as these, therefore, 
under which this loan is issued, it would be ditfi- 
cult to find an investment to be compared to it 
as regards security and chances of profit. The 
eagerness which the public has shown in sub- 
scribing to the loan is the best guaranteo of 
what we state. This eagerness may be esti- 
mated from the fact that up to the 21st inst., 
tive days before the closing of the subscription 
lists, more than 400 subscribers had applied for 
bonds amounting in all to 556,920f., or more 
than $100,000.”

A comparison of the handwkiting of the de- 
faulter, as contained in the application for the 
bond of the guarantee in the office of the com- 

any, with the signature “ James A. Roberts” 
D the register of the hotel, written by the de- 
faulter, convinced Mr. Rawlings that “ James 
‘A. Roberts” was Charles A. Pitcher, the default- 
ing Teller, and he at once authorized the arrest. 
Had the Guarantee Company not been inter- 
ested in Pitcher, the chances are that he would 
have made good his escape from Canada with 
the plunder.

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ENGINEER CHURCH'S STORY 


‘ 
HE OONTIRADICIS THE OOM.. 
MISSION ERS., 

‘AND: EXPLAINS HOW’THE RUBBLE, MA-- 
SONRY CAME .TO.BE USED IN THE, 
AQUEDUCT—A COSTLY MISTAKE. 

The Fassett investigating . committee, 
minus Senator Fassett, held another arduous 
session y esterday, under the Presidency of Sen- 
ator Hendricks, and endeavored to worm out &@ 
few more secrets concerning the manner in 
which the new aqueduct is being constructed. 

Chief Engineer Benjamin Silliman Church, who 

was represented by Lawyer Shaw, occupied the 

witness stand the whole day. His close 
yelations with the entire work on the 
aqueduct renders his evidenee valuable 
and important, and for days past all the 

Aqueduct Commissioners, through Corpo ration 

Counsel Beekman, have been very energetic in 

endeavoring to place himon the stand. The 

nature of his testimony, however, must have 
been a very serious set-back to them, for he 
flatly contradicted the Commissioners as to his 
having had any hand in recommending the ter- 
ritorial plan of awarding contracts, or his hay- 
ing suggested the substitution of rubble 
masonry for dry filling. He gave it as his opin- 
ion, however, that this substitution would prove 


to be of benetit to the work, and on the whole 
Was necessary. 

Mr. Boardman conducted the chief engineer’s 
testimony. The latter sald: ‘“‘I have held the 
position of chief engineer on the new aqueduct 
since the beginning of the workin 1883. Gener- 
ally speaking, I was not consulted in regard to 
the awarding of the first contracts. In one way 
I was, With my assistants I was called into 
the Commissioners’ room to explain some of the 
details of the bids. I was not consulted in any 
Way as to the advisability of giving the eon- 
travts to one firm in preference to another, and 
knew nothing of the award of contracts until 
the open vote. I did not recommend the plan of 
awarding the contracts by continuous sec- 
tions or by territory, and am in no 
way responsible for that plan. It did 
not, however, make any very great 
difference in the work of the engineering staff. 
It is true that I suggested that the several con- 
tractors should concentrate their plants, and I 

‘took the Commissioners to Washington to show 
them how that work was done. There was no 
particular engineering advantage in the plan 
adoptea by the Commissioners, andif the con- 
tracts had been let section by section the werk 
of the engineers would have been about tho 
same.” 

Mr. Boardman—Please tell us what the speci- 
fleations call for in the matter of rubble ma- 
sonry ? 

“ The aqueduct is about 291g miles long. The 
specifications called for about four miles of dr 
tilling over the tunnel, one mile solid to the roof, 
aix miles of timbered sections, seven miles 
sunken aqueduct, and seven miles of rupble— 
masonry. I preter rubble masonry over the 
arch and think it 1s the best in many respects. 
I think it 1s possibile that my first circular letter 
of Nov. 20 to the engineers on this subject, on 
which so much stress has been laid, might per- 
haps be, and as a matter of fact was, construed 
to mean that rubble masonry should be sub- 
stituted for dry filling, but when I discovered, 
a few months afterward, how it was being 
interpreted, I corrected it. Iremember of Mc- 
Been of Brown, Howard & Co., about six months 
after my letter was sent out, complaining that 
they had not been notified of the change, and 
that O’Brien & Clark were getting an advantage 
over his firm, inasmuch as they had promptly 
begun to substitute rubble masonry at $5 a 
yer When I sent out my letter of correction 

clearly indicated that rubble masonry was 
only intended tu be putin where the condition 
of the rock was uncertain. I don’t think the 
misunderstanding of my letter cost the city 
more than $300 or $400.” 

Mr. Boardman—Don’t you think it strange 
that it should have taken the Chief Engineer 
five months to discover that this mistake was 
being made? 

“IT think it was; but I thinkit was more 
strange that my subordinates did not report it 
tome. [think it justas well that the ruvble 
masonry is there.” : 

Mr. McBeen—I demonstrated at that time 
that rubble masonry was necessary, and it was 
an error of construction not to put it in. 

Mr. Chureh—Mr. McBeen might have demon- 
strated the matter, but I was not bound to and 
did not accept the demonstration, I did not 
consult with the contractors on engineering 
problems; neither did the contractors influence 
me in deciding engineering questions. Under 
the contract, however, I was bound to hear 
anything they had to say. O’Brien & Clark 
called upon me and urged a similar claim to 
that of Mr. McBeen in regard to rubble mason: 
ry. Idid not alter wy determination, however, 
but insisted that rubble masonry should only be 
used where it was necessary. The contract- 
ors subsequently wrote to the Commissioners 
on the subject. There was no pro- 
vision in the contracts that the centract- 
ors should consult with the Commissioners 
on such subjects. The Committee on Construc- 
tion considered the matter, and [I was asked to 
reconsider my decision. A report was subse- 
quently sent in by the consulting engineer, Mr. 
Iteley, supporting the position taken by me 
that rubble masonry was aor. necessary where 
the rock was unsafe. The letter of Jane 6, 
which has been referred to, and in which 1 
directed that rubble masonry should be allowed 
in the estimates for both safe and dangerous 
ground, was sent by the mandatory order of 
Commissioner Barnes as President of the Com- 
mittee of Construction. I was surprised te find 
there was no resolution on the minutes of the 
Construction Committee authorizing the direc- 
tions given to me by Commissioner Barnes and 
expressed in my letter of June6. I always sup- 
posed until this investigation began that such 
@ resolution was in existence on the minutes of 
the committee. 1 do not think thatif the cost 
of the aqueduct is 100 per cent. more than the 
estimated vost a great part of that increase is 
due to the substitution of rubble masonry. 

“A clause in the original statute requires the 
Commissioners to hold public meetings for the 
purpose of hearing grievances in connection 
With the aqueduct. At these meetings the en- 
gineers are discussed and ‘cussed.’ These meet- 
ings, in my Opinion, to some extentled the Com- 
missioners to assume engineering responsibili- 
ties which they were not required todo. It 
also, I think, put them into a Ialse relationship 
with the Chief Engineer. [ think the only 
proper thing tor the Aqueduct Cemmission to 
do is to hold a meoting and rescind their resolu- 
tion of July 20 which authorized the substitu- 
tion of rubble masonry. I know no valid rea- 
son why they should not.” 

Mr. McBeen—Is it not a fact that you are 
making the firm of Brown, Howard & Co. take 
out the dry tilling and put rubble masonry in 
its stead ?” 

**Yes; in some places.” 

In answerto Mr. Boardman Mr. Church said: 
“*] think the substitution of rubble masonry has 
cost the city only about $36,000. I don’t regret 
that the rubble masonry was putin. Asam en- 
gineer with 25 years’ experience on the Croton 
Aqueduct, in my opinion the aqueduct cannot be 
made too strong. There should not be a crack 
in it, and it should be made to laat for all time. 
‘Lhe only difference between me and the consult- 
ing engineer is as to the best method of strength- 
ening the tunnel. I favor rubble masonry, 
which is the cheapest, and he favors extra brick- 
work.” ; 

Mr. Church, after luncheon, said:, “Tho sub- 
sequent developments in regard to the rock in 
piaces apparently good, lead me to believe that 
nothing wrong or improper was done in putting 
in rubble masonry instead of dry filling. The 
judgment of Messrs. Ridgway and Barnes was 
good in regard tothis matter. In about four 
m'les of the work dry filling is used and it may 
become necessary in order to preserve the ekain 
of strength to substitute for this rubble mason- 
ry. It will not bo necessary, however, to recon- 
struct that portion of the aqueduct in order to 
efiect this change,” 

Mr. Boardmar—I want to call your attention 
to the controversy between Division Engineers 
— and Heman Clark. Please narrate the 

acts. 

“This was one of the very few instances in 
which there was a misunderstanding between 
the division engineer and the contractors. He 
ove instructions to the assistant engineers to 

low down the rock to the bottom. he en- 
gineers made a mistake which necessitated the 
coutractors going back 2,000 or 3,000 feet and 
blasting the rock down to the grade, The con- 
tractors objected to this, und, as it was un- 
douttedly a mistake on the part of the en- 
ginueertag corps, [advised that the city should 
pay forit, Tais mistake cost the city between 
$20,000 and $30,000. Mr. Watkins claimed 
thut there had been no mistake, but, on going 
through the papers, [ eame to the conclusion 
lhat the contractors were uot In error.” 

Mr. Doardman offered a letter in evidence 
Written to the Aqueduct Commissioners by Wat- 
kiue and stating that, upon the recommenda- 
tion of the chief engineers, $40, had been 
allowed the contractors for the alleged error. 
Watkins asserted that the engineering corps 
wee not responsible and that a great injustice 
had been done him. 

bir. Chureh, continuing, said: “The amount 
allowed Clark in this connection was not more 
thu 16 cost him to repair the error.” 

Mr. Boardman—I want to call your attention 
to section No. 1, where Smith & Brown are con- 
tractors. Was any part of it an open trench ?

Mr. Church produced diagrams of a eross sec- 
tion of the tunnel and explained what consti- 
tuted the lines A A A, being the extreme out- 
side limit of the masonry, brick orrubble. Tak- 
ing that as the outer line where the excavation 
will be allowable, he considered it impossible to 
state the extreme limit until the final estimates 
were made, No one by studying the contracts 
and plans could tell absolutely what amount of 
extra excavation is to be paid for. 

Mr. Nieoll—What -was the claim of the con- 
tractors? ° r 

Mr. Church—The: Cemmissioners offered to 
allow the contractors an allowance of eight 
inches, which they refused. 

Mr. Boardman— Were not O’Brien & Clark paid 
$240,000 in one check for extra excavations ? 

John O’Brien—Certainly not. 

Mr. Church—They have been paid in some in- 
stances for eight inches and sometimes for four 
inches. The line A A A is @ variable one. 

Mr. Nicoli—Has not $1,000,000 or $800,000 
been paid to the contractors for extra excava- 
tions? 

“ No.” 

In answer to further guestions the witness 
said: ‘“‘There was a basis of payments on esti- 
Mates prior to May 30,1887. ‘The contractors 
then claimed that so much had been withheld 
from them that it became oppressive, I adopted 
the first basis, knowing that it was inside the 
line of the final estimate. I made it at the 
start and the contractors accepted it as a par- 
tial payment. Clauses 7 and 8 of the cor- 
tract allowed me to make this estimate upon 
which the monthly payments were made. These 
were approximate estimates. I made the 
change on May 30, 1887, beoause the contract- 
ors and the’;commission felt that the estimates 
were oppressively low. The basis I then made 
gave them the rubble masonry outside of the 
brickwork. Prior to that they had only been 
allowed payment to the brick line. The con- 
tractors are being paid upon this last basis 
in accordance with a resolution of the 
Aqueduct Commissioners of Deo. 15 last. I gave 
the order without the Commissioners’ knowledge 
and their resolution simply ratified my act. The 
contractors’ Claim is that they should be paid 
for the whole space of the tunnel. O'Brien & 
Clark accepted my basis until after they came 
under the influence of Duncan McBeen, when 
they withdrew. What the contractors have 
been paid I consider just.” 

Mr. Lovatt—Have the contractors got one dol- 
lar from the city of New-York to which they are 
not entitled? 

Mr. Nicoll—Have you ever had any business 
= with any one connected with the aque- 

uc 

. ‘No; with the exception of a patent which I 
took out for a water meter. I turned it over to 
a company formed by Mr. Roosevelt. In 1884 
I gave Maurice B, Flynn an option to buy my 
interest init.

The committee then adjourned until this morn- 
ing, when Chief Engineer Church will resume 
his testimony.

THE GOVERNOR WON’T SAY. 
HE DOESN’T WANT TO TALK: ABOUT POS- 
SIBLE AQUEDUCT REFORMS. 

Gov. Hill visited the State camp at Peeks- 
kill yesterday, where the Sixty-fitth Regiment 
and other State troops, including the Elmira 
Company, were putting the finishing touches on 
their week of camping. He was received with 
the Gorernor’s: salute of 39 guns, and driven 
over the camp with an escort from the staff of 
the commanding General. 

The Governor was asked if it was true, as is 
asserted, that he was about to remove Aque- 
duct Commissioners Baldwin and Barnes or any 
others of the board. 

“I prefer not tosay anything about those 
Matters at this time,’ he replied. ‘You can 
see there would be manifest impropriety in my 
saying to any one, ny ere the representa- 
tives of the press, what [ would or would not do 
about any public official.” 

“Have you any objection to telling 
whether you propose to include in your message 
to the Legislature any recommendations re- 
specting the reorganization of the boarda?”’ 

“Yes, I prefer at this time not to be quoted 
upon the matter at all. You may say, however, 
that I have received any quantity of advice and 
recommendations upon this and other matters, 
which if I should accede to them all, would open 
the doors toa fiood of general legislation and 
would, probably keep the Legislature together 
all through the year.” 

The Governor returned to Albany in the even- 
ing, having reviewed a sham battle, a baseball 
game, and a dress parade.

MR. AMBERG IS BUILDING A PRETTY 
THEATRE ON THE SITE, 
Where Irving Hall now stands, half de- 


molished, entirely dismantled, and altogether 


‘forlorn-looking, a new theatre will be seen be- 


fore the harvests of Autumn are gathered. One 


4 hundred and fifty men are laboring as- 


siduously to complete the work of dem- 
olition, in order that the Amberg Theatre may 
arise on the site. Gustav Amberg, the success- 
ful and popular manager of the Thalia Theatre, 
is building the new playhouse, and it, will bear 
hisname. Already massive walls of brick are 
being erected inside the old walls of Irving 
Hall. Theplans for the new theatre have been 
completed, and Mr. Amberg felt a just pride 
when he exhibited and explained them yester- 


day. The new theatre, he said, would be abso- 
lutely fire-proof and would have more exits than 
rome theatre in the city. . . 

e front of the structure, on Irving-place, will 
be of enameled brick, while the Fifteenth-street 
side will be of Philadelphia brick. The style of 
architecture is to be after that of the old Ger- 
man theatres, with enough modern ornamenta- 
tion to relieve the monotony of the ancient 
model. The structure will be 70 feet high from 
the sidewalk to the central part of the domed 
roof. On either side of the roof on Irving-place 
will be two towers, richly ornamented with iron- 
work, a half munsard covering the front of the 
Toot extending between them. Just over the 
wide main entrance on Irving-pluce will be a 
bit of terra-cotta ornamentation in half medal- 
lion form, with appropriate allegorical tigures in 
bas-relief. The main eutrance will be nearly 
20 feet widé with two wide exits on eithemside, 
There will be three other exits on the Fifteenth- 
Street side, and four more opening into a pas- 
sageway on the southern side of: the building, 
which will be connected with Fourteenth-street 
through an aroade under the two buildings ad- 
joining Chickering Hall on the east. There will 
also be anexit from this passageway into a 
café, to be established onthecorner of Four- 
teenth-street and Irving-place. All of these 
exits open directly upon the street from the 
auditorium. 

The interior of the theatre will be decorated 
in blue and silver, and the upholstery and 
tapestry will be of blue. The dome will have 
blue and silver frescoing, and the drop curtain 
will represent heavy blue drapery hanging 1n rich 
folda. There will betwo galleries and ten boxes. 
The orchestra will contain 550 seats, the first 
balcony 300, and the second 400, a total seating 
capacity of 1,250. The stage’ is to be 36 feet 
deep and 75 feet wide, and is to be fitted with an 
iren fire curtaih. Tbe space for the musicians 
will be larger than in most theatres, giving 
ample room foran augmented orchestra when 
needed. 

Mr. Amberg said yesterday that the work on 
his new theatre wonld be rapidly pushed, and he 
expected that the building would be cotupleted 
by the middle of ag but would probably 
Dot he opened until the lst ef October. The 
class of entertainments to which the new thea- 
tre would be devoted, he said, would obiefly be 
tne higher grades of comic operas and bouffes. 
The new theatre was designed by Theodore G. 
Stein, the architect of Vienna, and is being built 
by John and L. Weber, under the pefsona! super- 
vision of Edward Weber, who also built the new 
Broadway Theatre. Mr. Amberg believes, and 
with good reason, that he will have one of the 
handsomest and coziest theatres in New-York. 

In addition to managing this theatre Mr. Am- 
bera will retain control of the Thalia, having 
renewed his lease of that house for three years. 
He will make a trip to Europe shortly in search 
of new attractions for both theatres. The Mein- 
inger company, he said, would probably not 
come to America during the coming season, but 
might be expected during the season of 1889-90. 





ITS LEGAL EXISTENOE QUESTIONED. 

The Board of Electrical Control held no 
meeting yesterday, but spent the morning pre- 
paring a petition to Attorney-General Tabor, 
asking him to begin proceedings to dissolve the 
United States Illuminating Company. The 
Attorney-General is petitioned to bring action 
against the corporation to procure a judgment 


vacating the charter and annulling its existence 
upon these grounds: First, thatit has offended 
against the provisions of Chapter 716, Laws of 


‘1887, concerning corporations, and second, that 


it is exercising a privilexe er franchise not con- 
ferred by law. “A copy of this petition will be 
served on the company to-day, the original 
being transmitted to Albany for the considera- 
tion of Attorney-General Tabor. 

The main point that the Commissioners seek 
to make ia that the company has nocharter per- 
mitting its existeuce. The only right it has to 
use the streets for electric conductors is based 
upon a resolution of the Board of Aldermen 
empowering it to lay conductors, but no pro- 
vision was mentioned in the resolution for over- 
head wires: This being the case, the petition 
continues, the company has not even a lawful 
existence to justify the illegality of its acts. 
Appended to the petition are affidavits of W. J. 
Sefton, who swears that he has examined the 
records of the Common Council and has found 
nothing to authorize the company using over- 
head wires, from Schuyler 8. Wheeler, ex- 
pert electrician attached to the Board 
of Electrical Control, who says he 
has examined its papers and found no 

ermission given by it to the company, and 

rom Theodore Moss, Secretary, who declares 
that there were sufliciont subways completed 
Sept. 20 to allow the-burying-of wires, and that 
ou the following day he notified the United 
States Illuminating Company that such waa the 
case. The petition concludes that, the legal 90 
days’ notice having been given, the company 
should be dissolved. The officers of the company 
apparently have no anxiety as to the result of 
the petition.

THEIR BONES SENT HOME. 

Sixteen little tin boxes, each about the 
size of a lawyer’s deed box, and holding the 
bones of as many Chinamen, who died between 
1870 and 1882, were shipped to San Francisco 
last night by the National Express Company. 
The boxes were securely sealed with red wax, 


red being, the Chinaman’s mourning color, and 
eonsigned to the Kong Chow Ayslum, San Fran- 
cisco. They were taken to the express com- 
pany by Hop Ah Tong, and the curiosity of Isaac 
Seeley, the route agent, led him to question him 
as to their contents. Hop Ah Tong is an agent 
of the asylum mentioned, the object of which is 
to collect the remains of Chinamen throughout 
the country and ship them to China for burial, 
the Chinese believing that their souls will not 
rest peacefully unless they are interred in their 
native laud. 

Hop Ah Tong during the last two moutbs bas 
visited Los Angeles, Denver, Kansas City, Wheel- 
ing, West Va.; Pittsburg, and Philadeiphia, and 
in those cities and New-Yérk has gathered the 
He has suc- 
ceeded in exhuming the remains of 215 in the 
cities named, and after the bones were carefully 
scraped and polished in a little bamboo but 
erected in the cemeteries for the purpose they 
were packed in tin boxes. The express 
charges on the 16 boxes, whieh altogether 
weighed 615 pounds, were $105, and the value 
placed on each by Hop Ah Tong was $100. ‘Tho 
Chinamen of this and other cities are assessed 
$5 a year each by the San Francisco asylum. 
For this sum it undertakes to see that their re- 
mains are taken to China for burial. 





THEY MUSY BE PROTECTED. 

Dr. Healey of New-Haven is having a 
ourious experience with the maritime laws of 
this country. Last Spring he bought the steam 
yacht Nautilus, which the Marquis of Lorne 
owned when he was Governor-General of Can- 
ada. It cost him $400 in duties to get the boat 
into the country, and he had to pay tonnage and 
light duties in addition at every port at which 
he stopped. Desiring to fly the American flag 
onhis boat he applied é0 the local vessel in- 
spectors at New-London for an inspection and a 
license. This was refused because the Nautilus 
was a foreign vessel. Yesterday he applied to 
Inspector Fairchild here, who also refused a 
license for the reason that be had no jurisdic- 
tion. Inspector Fairchild advised him to lay the 
facts before Gen. Dumont, the Supervising In- 
spector-General, but be told him he would prob- 
ably have to get a special act of Congress to 
naturalize his boat. 





CLUBHOUSES OOST MONEY, 

The prospect seems fair at present that 
the Manhattan Club will come at last to some 
conclusion in regard to the occupancy of the 
Stewart mansion. For some time it has been 
known that the intention of the Union Club is to 


move further up town than Thirty-fourth- 
street, if it should. move at all, and 
that consequentjy there is no chance of 
its making an offer of $900,000 for the 
property, as was at one time expected.

WORK ON OUR WATERWAYS 


NEW-YORK RIVERS AND HAR- 
BORS IMPROVED. 

HOW THE APPROPRIATIONS HAVE BEEN 
EXPENDED AND WHATIS PROPOSED 
FOR THE FUTURE. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The annual re- 
port of Col. D. C. Houston has been received by 
the Chief Engineers of the army. It contains the 
following information regarding river and har- 
bor improvements in New-York: 

Port Chester Harbor.—This harbor consists of 
the lower part of Byram River and a bay at its 
mouth opening into Long Island Sound. This 
river for about one and a half miles of its length 
forms the dividing line between the States of 
New-York and Connecticut. The present con- 
dition of the improvement is as follows: Salt 
rock has been effectually removed; no work has 
yet been done upon Sumter Rocks, nor upon 
the breakwater at Byram Point. An available 
ehannel 21g feet deep at mean low water, and 
from 60 to 100 feet wide toa point 150 feet be- 
low the bridge and 25 feet wide to the bridge 
has been made, and the bottom in front of the 
wharves, where vessels have to lie at low tide, 


bas been made as nearly level as possible. Fut- 
ure operations will beapplied to a continuation 
ot the project. It is estimated that $69,632 
will be required to complete the work, and 
$20,000 is asked for next year. 

Mamaroneck Harbor.—This harbor is on 
the north shore of Long Island Sound, about 
tive miles west of the Connecticut State line. 
lt consists of an open, shallow bay and a nar- 
row tidal inlet about a mile long. It is pro- 
posed, when funds are appropriated for that 
purpose, to complete the existing project by 
removing the dangerous rocks and by dredging 
in the channel. This could be completed to ad- 
vantage inasingle year. An appropriation of 
$28,000 is recommended. 

kcho Harbor, New-Rochelle.—Echo Harbor is a 
bay on the north shore of Long Island Sound, 
distant about 22 miies by water from the Bat- 
tery at New-York. It is land-locked except 
toward the southeast, and has a good anchor- 
age. Nearly all the water transportation of the 
town of New-Rochelle is carried on through this 
harbor. The depth in the bay varies from 6 to 
15 feet, though the low-water channel up to 
the wharves is only from 1 to 2 feetdeep. Lhe 
present condition of the work is as follows: 
Start rock has been removed to the required 
depth, 7 feet, and about one-half of Sheepshead 
Reef has been removed to 9 feet depth. The 
condition of the channel is otherwise about the 
same as before the improvement., With future 
appropriations the rewoval of Sheepshead Reef 
will be completed. Twenty-one thousand dol- 
lars has been appropriated for this project; 
with the balance of the estimate, $17,000, the 
project could be advantageously completed in a 
single year. . 

New-Rochelle’ Harbor.—New-Rochelle Harbor is 
situated at the western endof Long Isiand 
Sound, on its north shore, about 10 miles west 
cf the boundary line hetween the States of New- 
York and Connecticut. The harbor lies off the 
southerly part of the town of New-Rochelle, and 
IEvho Harbor is off the northerly part. New- 
Rocbelle Harbor consists of rather narrow and 
circuitous passages’ between several rocky isl- 
ands and reefs which shelter it from rough 
weather. There were tworocks near the channel- 
Way whose removal was desired and the narrow- 
ness of the deep-water channel made it difficult 
for vessels to turn. Under authority from the 
Chief of Engineers dated July 13, 1887, the 
steam drilling plant belonging to the improve- 
ment of the Raritan River, New Jersey, was put 
in repair, the expense being borne equally by 
the appropriation for improving the Raritan 
River and that for New-Rochelle Harbor. 
With this plant the removal of the 
rocks at the entrance to New-Rochelie 
Harbor by hired labor was begun Sept. 
27, 1887, and continued until Nov. 30, 1887, 
when the work was closed for the season. The 
work was resumed May 2, 1888, and completed 
May 31, 1888. Thirty seven and ninety- 
two hundredths cubic yards of rock, measured 
in place, were removed from Rock B., making 8 
feet depth at mean low water; 180.63 cubic 


discovered bythe above-mentioned examination, 
xiving a minimum depth of 7.5 feet. A channel 
100 feet wide and with a minimum depth of 7.5 
feet has been made through the rocks at the en- 
trance. The dredged channel has nearly re- 
tained ita depth of 6 feet. No work has yet been 
donéon Rock C. Itis proposed toexpend the funds 
now available in widening and deepening the 
channel between Glen Island and the mainland 
by dredging. Noappropriation is recom mended. 
The draught of vessels trading at New-Rochelle 
Harbor ranges from 5 to9 feet. ‘heir tonnage 
ranges from 25 to 950 tons. ‘The principal arti- 
cles of commerce are building materials and 
general merchandise. Over 700,0U0 passengers 
were brought into the harbor during the year. 
Last Chesicr Creek.—East Chester Creek is a 
sinall tidal stream emptying into East Chester 
or Pelham Bay. The bay is on the north side 
of Long Island Sound at its weateru end, being 
just east of Throgg’s Neck and 20 miles by water 
trom the Battery at New-York.

Work will 
be continued under coutract with the Hariford 
Dredging Company. The amount estimated to 
complete existing project is $157,100, and 
$30,000 is asked Ior next year.

flushing Bay.—Flushing Bay is on the north 
shore of Long Island, about 14 miles by water 
from the Battery at New-York. The town of 
Flushing is on the east bank of Flushing Creek, 
&@ quarter of a mile from the head of the bay. 
The bay is about 1 mile wide by 2 miles long; 
the bottom is of soft mud, nearly level, the depth 
in the original channel being not much greater 
than elsewhere. in 1861 there was a depth ot 5 
feet at low water in the channel leading up to 
Flushing, and in 1879 but 3.9 feet. During the 
past fiscul year work was continued under the 
contract with P. Sanford Ross and completed 
July 28,1387. Ali shoal spots in the channel 
were removed, the 6-fuot channel widened to 
170 feet, both along and northward of the dike 
and along the wharves at Flushing and to 200 
feet from deep water in the bay to a point 500 
feet south of the north end of the dike, a distance 
of 2,400 feet, a branch channel, 1,450 feet long 
and 55 feet wide, was also dug irom near the south 
end of the dixe to the steamboat landing on the 
south endof the bay, and a turning basin, 90 
feet square, at the steamboat landing. An ex- 
amination of the dredged channel was made in 
June, 1888. it showed that the main chaunel 
has still an available depth of nearly 6 feet, 
but that the branch channel bad shoaled con- 
siderably. Of the proposed 16,700 linear feet of 
dike, 3,057 have been built. The channel leada- 
ing up the bay to the wharveg has been three 
times bridged. Until the dikes are completed 
dredging will be needed frequently, probably 
annually, to maintuin the channel. If appro- 
priations are made more than 1s urgently needed 
for dredging itis proposed to continue the con- 
struction of dikes. One hundred and three 
thonsand tive hundred dollars is required to 
complete the project, and $35,000 is asked for 
next year. 

The annual report of Capt. G F. Palfrey, Corps 
ot Engineers, which has ulso been received at 
the War Department, says of the work on the 
Great Sodus Bay, New- York.

INDUOTIVE TELEGRAPHY. 


AN INTERESTING TRIP MADE BY THE 
TELEGRAPH SUPERINTENDENTS. 

A number of the Railway Telegraph Su- 
Perintendents pleasantly ended their visit to 
New-York yesterday by an inspection of the new 
signal system at Weehawken, and a trip on the 
Lehigh Valley Road to Easton, Penr., to watch 
the practical working of the improved methods 
of inductivetelegraphy. Samuel Bogart, Super- 
intendent of the West Shore telegraph system, 
and W. W. Montalvo, Division Chief Superin- 
tendent, met the electricians at the station, and 
escorted them tothe special car presided over 
by Henry Harley, Superintendent of the Ameri- 
can Railway Signal Company, whese system 
they were to inspect. The signals were placed 
at each end of the Weehawken Tun- 
nel, where they have been in operation 
for some time, and the car ran backward 
and forward over the invention suntil 


its working was thoroughiy understood. It 
consists of two steel springs running parallel 
with the track and eonnected by electricity 
with a signal post. Every car wheel that 
passes over these springs is autematically regis- 
tered at both ends of,the block and danger sig- 
nals raised, and unléss precisely the same num- 
ber of wheels pass over the springs at the end 
the danger signals remain raised and nothing 
can enter this particular block until the differ- 
ence is accounted for. Its especial value is for 
detecting breaks in long trains. 1t is claimed 
that nothing can affect its workings, and the 
majority of the visitors seemed to think it an 
excellent idea, The inventor of the system, C. 
E. Hubbell of Syracuse accompanied the party. 
D. W. Maddans inspected the invention in be- 
half of the Russian Government, 

Leaving the tunnel the party went to the 
Pennsylvania Station in Jersey City, doing full 
justice toa champagne lunch on the way, and 
started on the Easton trip as guests of Super- 
intendent Lattig of the Lehigh Valley*Road and 
Superintendent Stewart of the New-Jersey 
Central. Henry Lewis, Construction Superin- 
tendent, — the key, and 8. K. Dingle, 
Assistant Superintendent of the Consolidated 
Railway Telegraph bog og explained the 
recent Improvements in the induction method. 
One is that a special wire is no lenger needed 
to convey the messages, the musical tone, or 
“buzz,” of the induction keys differing so en- 
tarely from the ‘‘ click” of the Morsesystem that 
one wire can be used simultaneously for poth 
messages. Another is that the telegraph opera- 
tors on wrecking trains no longer need to tap 
the wires at the scene of .he wreck to telegraph 
back news. They merely t2row a wire from the 
car roof over the wires along the track and so 
make connections. 

Many messages were ser: and received on the 
trip, and the news of the Boulanger-Floquet 
duel was received as the train was running 40 
miles per hour. Ashort stop for refreshments 
was made at Easton, and the party came back 
through the “Switzerland of America” behind 
an engine that puffed away at a mile-a-minute 
gait. The visitors were greatly pleased and in- 
terested in the exhibition.

A PLEASANT ISLAND RESORT. 


SEA BREEZES, GOOD FOOD, AND VERY

CaNonicuT ISLAND, R. I., July 13.—Thia 
island is situated about five miles west of New- 
port and it forms the western boundary of New- 
port’s outer harbor.
